Zion Leader Adds Honors to “Eli- 
jah the Restorer,” and Is 
to Select Eleven Col- 


leagues. 


John Alexander Dowie pvegins a new era 
in his career as a religious leader and prophet 
next Sunday, when, in addition to the title 
of “ Blijah, the Restorer,” he will assume, by 
public proclamation in the Zion City temple 
the rank ofa ** divinely commissioned apostle 
of the Lord Jesus.” 

Announcement of this was made’ yester- 
day in Zion's official paper, the Leaves of 
Healing, in a signed article by Dowle ad- 
dressed to his followers throughout the 
world. It is also stated that eleven other 
aposties are to be appointed, “when and 
how God may direct.” 

With the assumption of his new title Zion's 
leader drops the name of “ Dowie” and 
thereafter will be known to his pores: as 
“John Alexander.” 


Proclamation Explains Promotion. 
The proclamation, in substance, follows: 


from the pattern set forth in the worde and 
example of the Christ in the establishment 
of his church, all of which is summed up in 
the declaration of Paul, the apostle, in L 
Corinthians, xii., 28: 

“*God hath set some in the Church; first, 
aposties; secondly, prophets; and thirdly, 
teachers.’ 

“ These three offices, and in this order are 
the fundamental offices of the church, which 
our Lord constituted, for the apostles re- 
ceived from him on the mount, during forty 
days after his resurrection and before his 
reascension to heaven, the details of all that 
was then necessary. 

Tells of “Elijah” Proclamation. 

“As the teacher of the Christian Catholic 
church in Zion at its organization I laid 
down certain fundamental and essential re- 
quirements. As the teacher, I continued to 
develop these principles practically in my 
ministry. and God used me to prepare the 
church for the declaration of June 2, 1901. 

“TI then stood forth before an immense 
audience in the Chicago Auditorium and de- 
clared that God had sent me, as John the 
Baptist had been sent, ‘in the spirit and 
power of Elijah,’ our Lord having said that 
Elijah again would appear at the end of 
this dispensation as the prophet of the res- 
toration of all things. 

“As the teacher and general overseer of 
the Christian Catholic church in Zion, as the 
messenger of God’s covenant, and as his 
prophet, I have continued to do God's work 
in these offices all over the world. 


Ground Laid for Announcement. 
*“T have prepared the church for the de- 
claration which, God permitting, I shall 
make on Lord’s day afternoon, Sept. 18, in 
Shiloh tabernacle, Zion City, as the ‘ Di- 
vinely Commissioned First Apostle of the 
Christian Catholic and Apostolic Church in 
Zion,’ with authority to select and ordain 
eleven other apdésthes, when and where God 
may direct 
“My direction is that this letter shall be 
read in all the homes of the City of Zion 
and in the homes of as many members of 
the Christian Catholic church as this shall 
reach during the coming week. I desire 
that the reading shall be prayerful and or- 
derly, and that all the members of the house- 
hold who have reached years of discretion 
shall be present without exception at the 
reading, which probably will take a con- 
siderable portion of the mornings and even- 
ings of the entire people. 
Takes Name of “John Alexander.” | 
“Jt is my desire that every man, woman, 
and child in the church shal! be helped 


through pages by the Holy Spirit to un- 
derstand ere God is leading Zion at this 
time. 


“ My humble and earnest cry to all lovers of 
God is that all should daily, lovingly, and 
faithfully pray for me and for those whom 
God shall call in due time to be apostles, so 
that as ‘John Alexander, the First Apostle 
of the Christian Church in Zion, and Elijah, 
the Prophet of the Restoration of All Things,’ 
I may be fully prepared for every service and 
sacrifice to which my Lord shal! call me 


Foresees a Sweeping Result. 
‘May the action now being taken hasten 
that happiest, gladdest of all happy days 
when our beloved Savior shall come again 
to receive from the world His own, and then 
to this earth and sit upon His throne of His 
glory, where He shall rule and reign and 
triumph over all the powers of evil. 

“Thanking you for all your patient and 
tender love, which has never failed me in ali 
these toilsome years, as I have pressed on 
amidst many foes, and tears, and trials, lam 
faithfully your friend and fellow servant in 
Jesus the Christ, our Lord and coming king.” 

Leaders Indorse the Action. 

The restoration of the “ apostolic office ” of 
the early Christian church by the head of 
Zion already has been submitted to a confer- 
ence of ordained leaders of the faith, accord- 
ing to the Leaves of Healing, and has re- 
ceived their approval. The following ques-

Do you believe and has the time come to re- 
affirm that the aposfolic office should never have 
been discontinued and ought to be restored? 

Do you recognize John Alexander Dowie, our 
general overseer, not only as the prophet of the 
restoration but as a divinely commissioned apos- 
tle?

Until this meeting, it 
is added, Dowie will make no further an- 
nouncements.

Suicide Follows Threst. 

The next moment Michaelis took a revolver 
from beneath his pillow and blew his brains 
out, 

Michaels was employed as a bookkeeper 
in the offices of the American Mineral Water 
Machine company. Miss Fargo is a stenog- 
rapher in the same establishment. She Is 
not yet 18 years old. Michaels and his wife 
have been married only three years. 

“I learned that my husband had not been 
coming straight home from his business,” 
said Mrs. Michaels today, “‘ and I spoke to 
him about it. He then told’ me he had be- 
come entangled with the girl, Clara Fargo, 
who worked in the same office as he did, and 
that he found it impPosuwible to break with 
her. ‘ She will not let me alone,’ he «aid.”’ 


Mrs. Michaels Saw the Girl. 

“JT went down to my husband's office,” 
continued Mrs. Michaels, “and I saw Miss

FIXES WAR PLANS. 


Town Will Be Winter Quar-

HOW THECITY WASTAKEN 


Correspondent with the Russians 
“Captured by Victors De- 
scribes Big Battle. 


LIAOYANG, Sept. 4, via Tientsin, Sept. 10. 
~The battle of Liaoyang is accepted here as 
determining the mastery of Manchuria. In 
it the Russians were fully equal in numerical 
strength to the Japanese, who had approx- 
imately 180,000 men in the field. The Rus- 
sian artillery was superior in range and 


The Russians forced the Japanese attack- 
ers to take dangerous positions by intrepid 
In many instances the Russians 
lost more men behind their breast works than 


In the fighting on the plains, where the 
Russians believed they would have the upper 
hand because of their superiority in cavairy 
and of the opportunities to deliver bayonet 
charges the Japanese resisted successfully.. 


. Rusgian Losses Ten Per Cent. 

The Russian losses in the fighting around 
Liaoyang are estimated at 10 per cent of the 
number of troops engaged. 

The Japanese assert that their losses were 
heavy. The fact that the Japanese artillery 
maintained ite fire for six days without 
diminution astonished the Russians, who 
could not account for the rapidity with which 
the Japanese must have transported, their 


The Japanese are preparing to make Lieo- 
yang the headquarters of their Manchurian 
armies. f 

The Russians have fallen back to positions 
along the Hun river, south of Mukden.. 

The railroad has proved itself to be inade- 
quate for the requirements of the Russian 
army in retreat, and the belief is expressed 
here in certain quarters that the active cam- 
paign is at an end for at least four months to 
come. 

Japs Enter City on Sept. 4. 

. The Japanese at 8o’clock yesterday evening 
discovered that the Russians had evacuated 
Liaoyang, and at 11 o'clock they sent scout- 
ing parties to the southern and western 
walls of the city. At 3 o'clock this morning 
the troops of the victorious army quietly 
entered and occupied Liaoyang, Gen. Kouro- 
patkin’s former base and stronghold. This 
success was achiéved after five days of 
giorious fighting. 


Kuroki Divides His Force. 

After Gen. Kuroki had noted the march of 
the Tenth Russian army corps, which he 
had. driven in’from the Anping road to the 
plain, on its way to join the Russian center, . 
which Gen. Nodzgu had forced jn from Kao- 
fengshi, he divided his forces stationed in 
Anping and Fengwangcheng roads. 

He took care to have a sufficiently strong 
force on the Fengwangcheng road, on Gen. 
Nodgu’s extreme right, and sent to Gen. , 


center army along the Mengchiafang and 
south roads, one brigade to Mengchaifang, 
three regiments to Chiaofantun, and two 
regiments to the south road. 

Gen. Kuroki in the meantime waited quietly 
and with two divisions on the south bank 
‘of the Taitze river. 


Nodzu Begins Bombarding. 

On Aug. 29 the artillery under Gen. Nodzu 
bombarded fiercely the three hills at Chiao- 
fantun. On the same day Gen. Oku, in com- 
mand of the Japanese left army, working his 
way with rifle fire and artillery, slowly ad- 
vanced along the railroad in spite of the 
Russian opposition from neighboring eleva- 
tions and fortifications. The left army thus 
moved toward Shushan. The Russian cav- 
alry was not able to locate the Japanese 
trenches on this advance. | 

Russians Keep Retreat Open. 

The character of the Japanese advance ap- 
parently had served as a warning to Gen. 
Kouropatkin to make sure of his retreat and 
his transport was at once seen moving rapid- 
ly out of Liaoyang over the railroad bridge. 

On Aug. 30 the Japanese closed in on the 
Russians in their mountain position at Chiao- 
fantun. Here the guns were so close to each 
other that it was almost possible for the bat- 
‘tery commanders to see each others spec- 


tacles. 

Staff Quits Liacyang. 

At 10 o'clock on the morning of the 30th 
Gen. Kouropatkin’s staff moved out of Liao- 
yang. At the same time rifle fire was heard 
drawing nearer to the railroad station, and 
this was an indication of the sure advance 
of the Japanese left army. | 

The fences around all the houses at Liao- 
yang had been removed in order to facili- 
tate the movement of wagons and troops. 
Wounded men, of whom none was seen on 
the 29th, were trailing along the roads from

Fresh Men Not in Action. 

The Seventeenth corps, which had not as 
yet beeh in action, and which was being held 
on the north benk of the Taitse river, was 
deployed to the hills, and had been partly 
moved to the northward.

Kuroki Makes a Dash. 

It became known that Gen. Kuroki was 
making a dash around the Russian left for 
the railroad at a point fifteen miles north 
of here. He crossed the Taitze river the 
night of Aug. 30 and took the splendid Rus- 
sian defenses at Pensjhu with little effort. 
He continued to advance steadily and turned 
the Russian left. His army covered fifteen 
miles in quick time. The effect of its pres- 
ence and movements was to force the Rus- 
sians to leave Liaoyang and: retire in the 
direction of the coal mines, east of Yental. 

He threatened to cut Gen. Kouropatkin’s 
army of seven corps in two. 


Shells Fallin Liaoyang. . 


The correspondent was eating lunch at the 
railroad station at noon when the first Jap- 
anese shell struck the foreign settlement. 
Within fifteen minutes’ time all the troops, 
hospital attendants, and merchants and other 
people in the vicinity had cleared out and 
‘only a few Chinese remain. The Japanese 
shells continued to fal in the settlement. 

Chinese, under the direction of Russian 
officers, were making hurried efforts to re- 
move the stores and ammunition from the 
railroad sheds. The Japanese shells came 
from Shushan, and a Russian shrapnel fire 
Was soon turned on the battery there. One 
Japanese shelPkilled a horse a few feet from 
the correspondent as the animal was passing 
the telegraph office. ; 

Others burst in the postoffice, in the hos- 
pital, in the Red Cross tent, which had been 
put up in the garden around the station, and 
in the public park under the ancient pagoda. 
The crowd of refreshment takers fied helter 
skelter with restaurant keepers and waiters, 
panic stricken officers and. other orderlies, 
soldiers and the riffraff of the streets, al) 
seeking fefuge beyond the northern wall 
of the city. 

The Chinese immediately began to loot, 
but whenever they were caught immediate 
punishment was meted out to them. 


Fresh Russians Sent Out. 

This was at noon of Sept.1. On that day 
the Russians filled all the trenches, rife pits, 
and forts to the west and south of Liaoyang 
with fresh troops. They kept up a confinual 
shrapnel fire upon the Japanese approaches 
without being aware of the extra movements 
of the enemy. During this time the main 
body of the Russian army was in active re- 
treat. 

At 6 o'clock in the evening the shells were 
falling just outside the western walls and on 
the Russian heliograph station at the north- 
west corner of the city. From this station 
the Japanese could now be geen. They were 
advancing splendidly over the southern hills. 
Their formation was regular and open. 

The ranges of the Japanese positions were 
known to the Russian gunners, who poured 
in a terrible and destructive fire upon the 
enemy. ‘A Japanese battery and two. com- 
panies of infantry were seen skirting the 
main south road. They were moving toward 
the city and finally disappeared behind 
Kowliang. | 

Nodzu’s Army Takes Hills. 

The positions at Chiafantun-were seen to 
be deserted.

Late that night, as the correspondent was 
seeking a place to sleep, a wounded Russian 
soldier was borne past him shouting out in 
a delirious voice that Gen. Kouropatkin had 
gained a great victory over the Japanese. 

-At 8 o'clock. on the morning of Sept. 2 the 
transport of the Russian army was still go- 
ing out to the north, and the head of the train 
was almost opposite Yentsai. 

The fighting around Liaoyang began at 
daybreak, when shells were thrown in from 
the entire Japanese line. 


Effect of Kuroki’s Move. 


Gen. Kuroki severed his connection with 
the Japanese center army and left the An- 
ping road unprotected. His army was in 
front of the last Russian position in the coal 
| mining district to the east of Yental. 

The importance and effect of Kuroki’s dash 
to the rear of the Russian army was particu- 
larly noticeable this morning. The foreign 
military attachés had been escorted from 
Liaoyang to the north. They left their train 
at a point near Yentai and proceeded in the 
direction. of the fighting between Kuroki's 
troops and the Russians, who were attempt- 
ing to hold them back. Here the Russians 
had lost an important hill position only to 
gain again and lose it a second time. This 
greatly discouraged the Russian soldiers. 

is deglared that the immediaté precipi- 
tous retreat of the entire Russian army at 
Liaoyang was prevented by the retaking of 
this hill; which lies to the east of Yental. 
The Russians, however, could not hold: the 
hill and the Japanese were again soon in 
possession. 

Attack on Yentai Relaxed. 


Gen. Kuroki’s attack at Yentai was soon 
relaxed, however, and Gen. Mistchenko and 
his command was withdrawn from the Rus- 
sian defenders of Yentai and sent over to 
the west side of the railroad to make a dem- 
onstration and to aid In covering the retreat 
of the mainarmy. At 5 o'clock in the after- 
noon of Sept. 2 two Russian regiments which 
had been beaten to the east of Yentai retreat- 
ed toward Yental. They were ordered back 
to the fighting line while still under a sharp 
Japanese rifle fire. The correspondent, who 
was working his way south along the rail- 
road, passed a number of. Russian troops 
who had been driven back from around Yen- 
tal. He also passed a train bearing 300 Rus- 
sians, wounded, to the north. The road was 
filed with Chinese refugees from the coal 
mines as well as wounded men, all hurrying 
to the rear. 

The cannonading came to an end when 
the sun went down. Throughout the night 
of Sept. 2 it broke out again fitfully, but the 
‘periods were of short duration. The morning 
of Bept. 8 showed that Gen. Kuroki had not 
attained his, object, but the victory of the 
Japanese over the Russians appeared to be 
complete. Russian troops and refugees from 
Liaoyang, in rickshaws, were pouring north 
along the railroad and along the main high- 
way on their way to Mukden. . 


Censors Flee to Harbin. 


The Russian press censors who were sta- 
tioned at Liaoyang, Yental, and Mukden 
had fled to Harbin. 

Newspaper correspondents were instructed 
to send their telegrams to Harbin. 

The night of Sept. 2 was marked through- 
out by furious rifle firing outside LAaoyang. 
The Russian troops were in a highly nervous 
and excited state. They were convinced that 
the Japanese were creeping forward Iirresisti- 
bly all the time. 


Fight Renewed on Sept. 3. 


Sept. 3 saw the resumption of the cannonad- 
ing at dawn, and the vast clouds of smoke 
which arose slowly from the burning ware- 
houses fn the foreign settlement at Liao- 
yang could be seen for a distance of ten miles. 
As the correspondent was attemping to get 
into Liaoyang he heard Russian cheers in 
the direction of Kowliang to the west of the 
railroad, and it was reported that Gen. 
Mistchenko had been successful in clearing 
the enemy away from the Russian right 
flank. 

“ Gen. Zassalitch of Chiuliencheng fame, 
with 1,000 men, on Sept. 3 was smoothing the 
road north of Liaoyang for the retreat of the 
Russian artillery and troops. He was also 
trying to put into effect various devices cal- 
culated to delay the advance of the Japanese. 


Russians Hide Behind Wall. 


When the correspondent passed the fire 
swept bed of the Taitse river on his way 
into Liaoyang at noon of Sept. 3 the Rus- 
sian infantry had retired-from the imme- 
diate. front shelter behind the south wall 
of the city. “Upon getting into Liaocyang 
it was seen that Japanese rifle bullets were 
falling around the railroad station, and that 
all the stored lumber and wooden buildings 
in that vicinity were in flames. 

Two hundred and twenty Chinese who had 
been wounded by the shells failing inside 
the city had been brought together at the 
Chinese Red Cross station, and were be- 
ing cared for. It was apparent that the 
Russians were using the walls of the city 
for protection. This the Japanese discov- 
ered, and consequently they continued ‘to 
throw shells into Liacyang. 

The number of Chinese wounded increased. 
Upon the assurance of a member of the staff 
of Gen. Zessalitch that the evacuation of 
Liaoyang would not occtir before Sept. 4th 
the correspondent devoted His attenithon to 
caring for Chinege wounded unt!! nightfall, 
but during the night all the Russian sen- 
tries were withdrawn from Liaoyang. 

The pontoon bridges across the Taitse 
river were hurriedly removed, the Japanese 
emtering and taking possession of the city, 
amd the correspondent was taken prisoner 
before he was aware of what had occurred. 


ANTARCTIC EXPLORERS HOME. 


Ship Discovery Drops Anchor at Spit- 
head After Voyage to South | 
Polar Regions.

LONDON, Sept. 10.—The exploring ship 
Discovery arrived today at 11 o'clock at Spit- 
head. It was welcomed by Sir Clements Rob- 
ert Markham and other scientists. The, Dis- 
covery returned from an exploring expedi- 
tion to the Antarctic ocean. It sailed from 
England in August, 1901, and arrived at South 
Victoria land in January of the next year. 
There it was stopped by ice and had to remain 
during the winter of 1902. . 

A party composed of Capt. Scott, who was 
tm command of the expedition, Lieut. Shakel- 
ton, ahd Dr. Wilson pen®trated in December 
to a point near the eighty-second degree, the 
most southern point ever reached. 

The Discovery remained icebound during 
the winter of 1908, but left In the beginning 
of spring and went to New Zealand and 
thence to Falkland islands, whence ft sailed 
for home.

PREPARE TO RUSH .|KNOW JAPS 


ON PORT ARTHUR 
J amen with 80,000 Men, 
Plan to Capture Two Out- 
side Forts. 


SCHEME IS ELABORATE. 


Russians Said to Be Using Infe- 
rior Powder and Old Chi- 
nese Shells, 


> 


CHEFOO, Sept. 10.—Gen. Nogi’s next as- 
sault upon Port Arthur will be directed chief- 
ly against Rihlungshan and saikwanshan 
forts, which are the strongest forts on the 

This information is derived from an un- 
questionable authority who has just finished 
a visit over the Japanese line around the 
forts and converséd with the Japanese offi- 
cers, who allowed him to make personal ob- 
servations. 

The. elevation of Rihlungshan is 350 feet. 
Three hundred yards away on the same 
range is another hill so much lower that 
Rihlungshan protects it from all bombard- 
ment except from Tizshan and Kikwanshan. 
This bill is part of a section which the Chi- 
nese call Palichuang, in the capture of which 
the Japanese lost many lives. 


Will Work from Palichuang. 

Here the Japanese have strengthened two 
forts previously mentioned in the dispatches 
as having .been established. This position 
is the foundation for the Japanese prepara- 
tion for the next asgault. The work of con- 
structing trenches is advancing rapidly, con- 
sidering the fire which the diggers are com- 
pelHed to endure. 

Preparations ‘for the assault on Kikwan- 
shan are proceeding in a similar fashion, 
aithough the Japanese in the nearest bat- 
tery bearing directly on this fort are some- 
what more distant than those at Palichuang 
are from Rihlungshan. 

The range of hills crowned by Kikwan- 
shen and Rihlungshan have irregular stopes, 
enabling a large force of Japamese to rest 
securely some distance up the slope. The 
Japanese have tents pitched, and they are 
relieved every three days. Food and ammu- 
nition and other supplies are brought them 
at night only, for the reason that the de- 
tachments are obliged to cross a level 
stretch before reaching a place of safety. 


Jap Trenches Advancing. 

The Japanese trenches almost under the 
noses of the Russians now aré partially con- 
structed. The Russians endeavor constant- 
ly to level the incline, shelling the projections 
which afford shelter to the Japanese, who 
in turn bombard to prevent the Russians 
from succeeding 

There seems little doubt that the assault 
on Rihlungshan and Kikwanshan will be the 
most trying one that the Russians have yet 
resisted. Everything whieh ingenuity can 
suggest is being done by the Japanese to 
render the attack successful, particular at- 
tention being paid to measures which will 
enable the Japanese to retain the forts in 
the event that they capture them. 

Among the contrivances to be employed 
are numerous heavy portable shields which 
have been constructed at Dalny and which 
will be used to afford protection. Guns and 
shields will be moved as closely together 
as possible through the trenches before the 
assault is made, in order that they may be 
quickly hauled to the summit when the forts 
‘are taken. 

Two full divisions are available in this vi- 
cinity under Gens. Oshima and Tushiya. 
The entire Japanese force now surrounding 
Port Arthur is estimated at 80,000 fighting 
men. 

Russian Powder Inferior. 

. The Russians are now using exclusively 
powder manufactured at Port Arthur. The 
smoke from the powder enables an instant 
detection of the source of the fire. The ex- 
plosive power of the powder Is far less than 
that of smokeless powder, which the Rus- 
silanes seem to have exhausted. 

The Russian shells are frequently @scov- 
ered to be old Chinese affairs filed down to 
At the Russian guns. | 

The Japanese plan for the coming assault 
does not, it is understood, include an as- 
sault on Itzgshan. The nature of the ground, 
the Japanese have found at severe cost, pre- 
yents a successful issue. Itgshan, however, 
will, it is said, be engaged by artillery from 
loulisa bay and Shushiyen for the purpose 
of attracting the fire of Itzshan away from 
the main attack. 

The informant quotes am Argentine colonel 
who is with the Japanese as saying that the 
Russian defenses facing the Japanese have 
been made with a perfection undreamed of. 
The inner sides of the fort, however, are not 
so well constructed, and are supposedly 
far weaker. 

Hope to Control Railway. 

With Rihlungshan and Kikwanshan capt- 
ured the Japanese will practically control an 
entrance along the railway, and they con- 
template assaulting other forts from their 
weaker sides. The Japanese say they are 
prepared to lose heavily in taking Rihlung- 
shan and Kikwanshan. 

These forts, like a majority of the fifty-four 
forts surrounding Port Arthur, have six inch 
steel shields loopholed with rapid fire guns 
at intervals. These guns, according to the 
informant, not land mines, have proved most 
disastrous to the Japanese. The shields are 
impervious to fleld artillery. Nothing but 
siege guns will make an impression upon 
them. The Russians also send strong electric 
currents through the wire entanglements 
surrounding the forts. 

The press correspondents with the Jap- 
anese are two miles from the front, but the 
hilly ground prevents them from seeing any- 
thing. The fighting since Aug. 31 has been 
unimportant. The Japanese bombard daily 
in the morning when the sun assists them 
in aiming. The Russians reply in the after- 
noon, when the sun is In their favor. 

The Japanese losses for the last five weeks 
are placed at 20,000. The Japanese authority 
fur the foregoing statement of conditions 
béfore Port Arthur says that its publication 
will not be harmful, as the Japanese prepa- 
rations are fully evident to the Russians. 

Correspondents John F. Bass and A. Din- 
widdie arrived here today.

Tell Stories of Port Arthur.’ 

ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 10, 8:10 a. m.-— 
Workmen attached to the St. Petersburg 
torpedo factory have returned ‘from Port 
Arthur, where they were detailed some time 
ago. They left the besieged fortrese Aug. 2. 
and give long, interesting accounts of the 
conditions. The defenses, they assert, were 
largely augmented by the discovery of a 
Chinese store of artillery thérteen miles from 
the fortress. 

It consisted of 300 Krupp gune of large cal- 
iber, with from 300 to 3,000 rounds of ammu- 
nition for each piece. .The guns and ammu- 
nition were in perfect condition.

Before Fight in Liaoyang They Were 

Disposed te Estimate Enemy Teo 

. Lightly—Kourepatkin’s Army Had 

Shown Signs of Demoralization from 

Long Campaign—Officers Coming In 

from Firing Line Seek to Forget 
Thetr Worries—All Quiet in City. 


LIAOYANG, Via Tientsin, Sept. 10.—Many 
foreigners who observed the Russian troops 
at Liaoyang before the battle which resuked 
in the Japanese occupation of the city are 
of the opinion that the Russian reverse was 
the result of the last four months of failure 
in the field; of what they term the ‘“‘ demoral- 
ization,’ which began at the battle of Chiu- 
liencheng. 

Scénes witnessed in Liaoyang before the 
big battle gave evidence of a certain degree 
of demoralization on the part of the Russian 
forces. 

Officers Seek Forgetfulness. 

After the Japanese had won their first suc- 
cesses at Anshanshan and Kaofengshi and 
were advancing rapidly on the second line 
of Russian defenses some of the Russian offi- 
cers who had been on the fighting line flung 
their responsibilities aside immediately after 
they reached Liaoyang, and sought forgetful- 
ness of the hardships of their past work and 
the dangers of the future. 

The pagoda garden was gay with merry- 
makers; there was much drinking and sounds 
of music and the singing of “ chantant ”’ 
songs in women’s voices was heard from the 
officers’ quarters in the foreign settlement. 


Had Wrong Idea of Japs. 

The Russian soldiers persistently. under- 
estimated the strength of the Japanese, and 
In Liaoyang the statements were often 
heard, even after the fighting at Haicheng 
and Anshanshan, that the war had not be- 
gun yet and the Japanese were playing. a 
dangerous game. 

It was generally believed among the Rus- 
sian troops that the Japanese were enlisting 
boys and old men in their ranks, for other- 
wise they could not account for the large 
number of soldiers opposed to them in the 
field. 

The attitude of many of the Russian troops 
in regard to the fighting ability and strength 
of the Japanese is changing, however, and 
the more intelligent are beginning to give the 
enemy full credit for his sagacity and worth. 

The action of the Chinese of Liaoyang, 
when the change in masters of the city oc- 
curred, was astonishing. They had fattened 
long on the Russian occupation, but as soon 
as the Japanese were known to be coming 
in they made ready with their newly manu- 
factured Japanese flags to greet the con- 
querors. 

Loot for While and Stop. | 

Chinese shopkeepers at once hid all the 
stores in their possession which bore Russian 
marks. This was a wise precaution, as the 
Japanese troops later looted all such prop- 
erty, even breaking into neutral premises 
where it had been placed for safekeeping, to 
accomplish their ends. 

Many of the Japanese soldiers had been 
without proper or sufficient food for the last 
three days of the great battle and this fact 


-has been advanced in excuse of their appar- 


ently outrageous looting. 

The Japanese looting was of short duration, 
and now the comparative quiet and temper- 
ance of the Japanese troops Is in strange con- 
trast to the noisy and bustling activity of 
the Russian occupation which for many 
months has made Liaoyang more like a west- 
ern than an eastern city.

NEW WIRELESS RECORD MADE: 


MESSAGE IS SENT 300 MILES. | 


Communication Established by the De 
Forest Company Between Chicago and 
the St. Louis Fair. 


All overland. wireless telegraph . records 
were broken yesterday when the De Forest 
Wireless Telegraph company in Chicago 
sent messages to the St. Louis exposition, a 
distance of over 300 miles. Heretofore the 
overland record has been 107 miles. How- 
ever, the De Forest company sent war mes- 
sages from Chemulpo to Weihaiwei, China, 
over a dozen isiands, the distance between 
the two points being 275 miles, | 

The new Chicago station which was opened 
between this city and St. Louis marks the in- 
auguration of a big land service by the De 
Forest company, it is announced. Already 
the company has stations in Cleveland, Buf- 
falo, and Port Huron, Mich. , with 
two others tobe built, will form relays for a 
line between New York and St. Louls, which 
will be in operation in about six months, 
according to the company. 

Speaking of the record breaking perform- 
ance yesterday a representative of the com- 
pany said the majority of scientists had been 
doubtful about the possibility of sending 
messages overland when the current that 
transmits them has to pass through many 
obstacles. The station in this city is situated 
on the north side, with the result that the 
messages for St. Louis have to pass through 
skyscrapers, power houses, and elevated 


structures in th» heart of the city. However, 
there was not a hitch; it Was announced.

NATURALIST TO OPEN LABORA- 
TORY FOR LIVE SPECIMENS. 


William E. D. Scott of Princeton Will 
Realize His Dream in Being Able to 
Follow Many Lines of Original Re- 
search—Plans to Observe All Traits 
of Feathered Soengsters and Gain 
Information of Habits and Talk of 
Various Families. 


New York, Sept. 10.—{Special.]—William 
E. D. Scott, the bird man of Princeton, known 
to the college register as curator of the or- 
nithological museum, is going to have the 
dream of his Life realized. Next week he 
will become the presiding genius of a big lab- 
oratery to study birds—live birds. 

Mr. Scott, who is a Harvard graduate and 
a naturalist of high standing, has male the 
‘ways and habits of birds a life study. Many 
years ago he began to collect live specimens 
with a view of having them by him for daily 
observation. Now he has 500 live birds, 
every one a pet and housed at his residence 
in Princeton. Still he wasn't happy, because 
he couldn't work out a lot of scientific prob- 
lems which he had tn mind without a spe- 
cial apparatus and special flying cages. 


Naturalist Aids Project. 


Last year the fame of his place brought 
Charies C. Worthington, a retired manu- 
facturer who owns a big estate above Delia- 
ware Water Gap. Mr. Worthington is inter- 
ested in natural history, and he has on his 
place the biggest private deer park in this 
country—10,000 acres and 1,500 deer. Me got 
Mr. Scott to talk about his plans. The natur- 
alist explained just what he wanted to do and 
what he needed to do it right. Then and 
there Mr. Worthington offered a part of 


‘his estate for this work and later agreed to 


foot the bills for anything Mr. Scott might 
need. It was a regular good fairy proposi- 
tion. 

They call it the “ Worthington Society 
for an Investigation of Bird Life.”” Mémbers 
will be admitted upon conditions to be named 
later. The temporary buildings are now 
finished. They cover four acres on the 
Worthington estate at Shawnee, Monroe 
county, Pa. There are ample flying cages, 
giving the birds room to range, which is 


necessary in certain experiments. The spe- 
cial. appliances include soundproof rooms 


for the study ef bird songs and bird lan-. 


guage—an important part of Mr. Scott’s 
work. When more room is needed the means 
will be forthcoming. So, too, Mr. Scott may 
add to his collection whenever he needs new 
specimens for experiment. 


Many Lines of Research. 


It is part of Mr. Scott’s method to become 
fast friends with his birds, so they will act 
naturally in his presence. Mr. Scott has a 
thousand and one lines of research before 
him. This day by day and close observation 
of bird life has been a neglected corner of 
science. His purpose, as set forth in scientific 
language for a technical journal, include the 
study of the bird as an individual with a 
daily record of the growth, habits, health, 
and temper of the individual. Then he in- 
tends to study the variations of the different 
species and the influence of environment 
and heredity, the question of heredity, ac- 
quired chareé@teristics, etc. 

For example, he will take a pair of young 
birds of different families, mate them, and 
keep them absolutely apart from any other 
birds until the female has passed the nest- 


ing period—all to find out whether she learns 


how to build her nest by instinct or by 
imitating other birds. Then he is going to 
experiment extensively on bird songs and 
bird talk. He already has gone far in that 
direction and his collection of talking and 
singing birds is large.

It 
was in a sinking condition when Capt. Hart 
beached it. The boat is lying in an easy posi- 
tion, and it is expected that all the passen- 
gers will be taken off during the night. No 
lives were lost.

Early Reports Confirmed. 

The bulletin on —- wheat confirms in 
large measure the private reports which crop 
experts, grain men, And laymen sent from the 
Dakotas and Minnesota during August de- 
tailing the damage done to the plant by the 
blight known as black rust. The apparent 
promise of Aug. 1 was cut down about 25 per 
cent during the month, a loss of 64,000,000 bu, 
most of it jn the three important states of 
North Dakota, South Dakota, and Minne- 
sota. The September condition of 66.2 is 21.3 
points lower than the August condition of 
87.5, and on the spring wheat area of 16,736, - 
000 acres, of which 13,295,000 acres are in the 
three states named, it suggests a yield of 
11.25 bu per acre and a total of 190,100,000 
bu, based on 17 bu as the par yield per acre. 


,  Beport on Wheat Yield. 


The August report made the winter wheat 
yield 333,400,000 bu, the total production of 
the country, therefore, 523,500,000 bu. This 
compares with estimates of trade authori- 
ties, ranging from 500,000,000 bu. up. The 
total is 114,000,000 bu smaller than the crop 
of 1903, and the smallest since that of 1900, 
which was officially estimated at 522,230,000 
bu. | 

The deficit under the 1908 crop is only 
7,000,000 bu less than the exports of wheat 
and flour for the crop year ending on June 
30, 1904. 

The figures suggest that little wheat can 
be spared for export, and already more than 
that amount has been shipped out of the 
country. It is not out of the question that 
it will be necessary to import wheat before 
another crop is grown. 


Large Corn Yield Prumised. 


The corn condition of 84.6, taking thirty 
bushels to the acre as the par yield, on the 
acreage of 91,894,000, suggests a crop 
of 2,332,300,000 bushels, or 75,000,000 bushels 
less than the August report. The crop if 
secured on that basis, however, will be 88,000, - 
000 bushels larger than that of 1903, and the 
largest ever raised except that of 1902, which 
was 2,523,600,000 bushels. 

An oats crop of 780,700,000 bushels is sug- 
gested the figures, taking thirty-three 
bushels as the par yield, a loss of 9,300,000 
bushels from the August report, or 4,000,000 
bushels less than the crop of 1908 and 207,- 
000,000 bushels smaller than that of 1902. 


CONFER ON IRON WORKERS’ PAY 


Conciliation Meeting Considers a Wage 
Schedule with Sliding Feature 
_ for Steel Plants. 


Changes in the base scale of wages of steel 
workers were offered by employers as a com- 
promise in|the second day’s conciliation con- 
ference between representatives of the Re- 
public Iron and Steel company and the Amal- 
gamated Association of Iron and Steel Work- 
ers yesterday at the Sherman house. 

James H. Nutt of the company’s labor de- 
partment presented a wage schedule which 
retained the sliding scale feature in force in 
the 1904 contracts with the union, but re- 
duced the base figures from 5 to 15 per cent. 

“ During the last year we have been pay- 
ing 14 per cent higher wages than the base 
scale,’’ said Mr. Nutt. ‘‘ This was in accord- 
ance with the sliding scale system by which 
the men were to share the benefits of the 
increased selling price of products. During 
the last few months we have been working 
on a 6 per cent above base scale schedule. 
As a compromise we have offered to reduce 
the base scale and retain the sliding fea- 
ture.”’ 

Secretary John Williams of the Amalga- 
mated association asked time to consider the 
proposal and the union representatives went 
to the Windsor-Clifton hotel to consider the 
compromise measure. Following this meet- 
ing the conference committees of the com- 
pany and the union again went before the 
conciliation board, Then final arguments 
were submitted. A decision may be reached

| PETER F. YETTER. 

Still active and wiry despite his 79 years, 
Peter F. Yetter, familiafty known as “ Old 
Pete,” of Trenton avenue and Dauphin 
street, Philadelphia, is acknowledged to be 
the oldest policeman in active duty in the 
United States.

Policeman Yetter was born on June 15, 
1827, in Philadelphia. The laws thenrelating 
to age limit of the appointees to the police 
force were not as strict as they are at pres- 
ent. Now a man, except an old soldier, can- 
hot get on the force if he be over 40 years old. 

When “ Old Pete "’ became a policeman on 
Sept. 5, 1874, times in the Quaker City were 
tar more strenuous than theyarenow. Then 
there were several hard gangs of young men 
who rejoiced in such appéllations as the 
Snapper Gang,’ the Fishtowners,’’ Pul- 
verizers,” etc.» But it was no joke for the po- 
licemen, for in those days there were no pa- 
trol wagons and the men were compelled to 
walk their prisoners to the lockup, in mp- 
mentary | danger of being set upon by a pris- 
oner’s friends.

“Rosh Ah Shonah,” the first day of the. 


year 5665. according to the Jewish calendar 
figuring from the creation, was celebrated 
yesterday in Chicago’s Ghetto. 

The streets presented an appearance of 
mingled holiday making and worship. The 
shops were closed and deserted, for it is an 
offense against the laws of the Talmud to 
work on this day, which began at sunset on 
Friday and ended at sunset yesterday. To- 
day will witness the annual ceremony of 
casting bread crumbs on the waters of the 
Chicago river, and Sept. 19 will be “ Yom 


| Kippur,” the day of atonement or fasting. 


‘Flock to the Synagogoues. 

With the summoning of the congregations 
to the orthodox synagogues by the blowing of 
the ** shofor,”’ or ram's horn trumpet, and to 
the reformed synagogues with the cornet, the 
néw year was ushered in. Orthodox, rad- 
ical, and conservative Jews flocked to the 
temples to open the day in worship. In some 
streets halis were rented to accommodate 


the crowds. Thanksgiving was offered for 


the blessings of the year and the God of |, 


Abraham and Isaac was supplicated to watch 
over the Jews another year. 

Por weeks the housewives of the Ghetto 
have prepared for this holiday. The houses 
were scrubbed from top to bottom and meat 
and bread prepared, for no unnecessary work 
is alldwed on *‘ Rosh Ah Shonah.” 

“ Rejoice and be cheerful’’ is the injune- 


] tion of the rabbi. When the houses are 


cleaned, new curtains are put at the windows 
as an outward and visible sign of cleanliness 
wtihin, and new clothes must be put on the 
entire family. Toys and fruits are given to 
the children and orpaments to the women, 


Whole Families at Prayer. 

Then the people go to the temple again. 
Faces shining, clothes spotless, and with 
hope in each face, father and mother, and all 
the Little children kneel in the dark interior 
of the house of worship and drone out the 
almost endless prayers. Al! pray aloud, and 
while some are ending, others are beginning. 
Al, wear robes of black, trimmed with white. 

Near the ark, where the sacred parch- 
ment is kept, stands the rabbi. His head Is 
lowered, and his lips movein prayer. Noone 
approaches him.

New York Terminal Will Elim- 
inate Ferries and Conges- 
+. . tion by Tunnels. 


New York, Sept. 10.—[Special.J—The con- 
‘struction of the New York terminals of the 
Pennsyivania lines includes tunnels under 
the North and Bast rivers, a tunnel under 
the city of New York, and a mammoth pas- 
senger station. The Pennsylvania set asid 
$50,000,000 for the work before it had begun, 
and the additional $10,000,000, which engi- 
neers declare will be necessary, will be forth- 
coming when called for. Scores of engineers 
have been employed planning this monu- 
méntal ‘work for the last three years, and 
sti} more will be employed in superintending 
its progress. Thousands of men will be em- 
ployed in carrying out the plans, while thou- 
sands more will be kept at work preparing 
the material. 

This undertaking gives an idea of the value 
of time in these modern days, for the whole 
work-has been planned in order to save time. 
Estimating at the highest, the time saved 
by means of the tunnels and the doing away 
with ferries, cannot be more than sixty min- 
utes for a through train from Washington 
to. Boston, which would show that these 
sixty minutes are worth spending $60,000,000 
for, or that one little minute is worth $1,000,-

CITY REBATE PROBLEM UP AGAIN 


Real Estate Board’s First Meeting After 
Vacation Is an Important and 
¢ Lively One. 


Last week’s meeting of the Chicago real 
estate board, the first after the summer va- 
cation, developed several interesting fea- 
tures. -From a general standpoint its action 
in opposing municipal ownership of the street 
railways and in indorsing the tentative Chi- 
cago City railway ordinance was of the great- 
est interest. From a strictly real estate 
point of view, however, the discussion re- 
garding the methods of the board of local 


the payment by the city of rebates on spe- 
cial assessments probably aroused the great- 
est interest. 

There was some sharp criticism of the 
local improvements board, especially by 
Louis A. Seeberger, president of the Citi- 
zens’ association, who declared that taxpay- 
ers were being beaten every day by the board; 
that in spite of changes in its personnel the 
old abuses continued and that the time had 
come to put’a stop to them. He asserted 
that Chicago is paying more today for street 
improvements than any other city in the 
country. 


Assessment Rebates Held Up. 


the payment of special assessment rebates 
was precipitated by a.communication from 
Cc. L. Hammond in which he stated that he had 
been refused payment of rebates on assess- 
ments paid from 1897 to 1900, being put off 
with the promise that they first would be 
paid in 1901, then 1902, 1903, and 1904, and 
was finally informed that there was no know- 
ing when they would be paid. Mr. Hammond 
stated that one of his elients, a nonresident, 
subsequently had written to Mayor Harrison, 
and had intimated that he (Mr. Hammond) 
was in “ cahoots ” with the “ other robbers ” 
here. 

Joseph Donnersberger also declared that 
he had found it impossible to collect these 
rebates and asserted that much of the money 
was used in street intersection improvements, 
and expressed the opinion that those who got 
in early might get their rebates, but that 
others got nothing. 

Mr. Halsey expressed the opinion that the

At this point, however, George Birkhoff Jr. 
rather disconcerted those who charged that 
these rebates could not be collected by the 
statement that they were now. being paid, 
and that he had received the money on a 
number of them. He declared that the whole 
matter had been adjudicated and that the 
council fifiance committee had appropriated 
the necessary money. George L. Warner 
also stated that he had collected a number of 
rebates. 
In reply to queries from Mr. Birkhoff Mr. 
Hammond and Mr. Donnersberger stated 
that they had not attempted recently to col- 
lect any rebates, whereupon Mr. Birkhoff 
expressed the opinion that if they tried now 
they probably would experience no difficulty 
tting their money.

BUILDING FIGURES ARE GOOD. 


Twenty-three Principal Cities Show a 
Gain of 10 Per Cent Over Last 


Year’s August Reports, 


Building statistics for August make an ex- 
ceedingly satisfactory showing. In twenty- 
three of the principal cities, according to offi- 
clal"rgports to Construction News, permits 
were taken out for the construction of 8.072 
buildings costing $24,519,227. against 6,284 
buildings involving a cost of $22,141,928 an 
Increase of 1,788 buildings and $2,377,299, or 
10 per cent, over the corresponding period a 
year ago. . 

July showed a gain of 18 and June an in- 
crease of 42 per cent, as compared with the 
corresponding months a year ago, which, 
with the increase of 10 per cent for August, 
makes a phenomenal re The months of 
July and August and well up into September 
usually are exceedingly dull. 

Out of the twenty-three cities only four 
show a decrease as compared with the month 
a yearago. These decreases are insignificant 
with the exception of the figures for New 
York and The Bronx, where serious labor 
troubles have prevailed for sometime. Dur- 
ing the month just closed permits were taken 
out in New York and The Bronx for buildings 
at an estimated cost of $6,476.615, against 
$8,848,350 for the corresponding month a year 
ago, a decrease this. year of $2,371,785, or 27 
per cent. Deffwer shows marked improve- 
ment, the gain being 199 per cent. Memphis 
149, Cincinnati 119, Louisville 111, Milwaukee 
109, St. Louis 100, and Seattle 96. The figures 
are as follows:

The Chicagoan, who thus succeeds to the

Former Champion Walter Travis this year,! 


had previously won the western golf cham, 
pionship in 1902 and this year. He ie also’ 
captain of the Harvard golf team. His oppoe! 
nent in the final is a Brdoklyn lad, who isa-> 
student at Hill schoo! of Pottstown, Pa., and’ 
had never before been prominent in golfing; 
circles, his only feat being the winning of: 
the Vermont state championship this sum- 
mer. 

Starting out with good prospects, Herres- 
hoff went to pleces early in the first round, 
which was played in the morning. Egan 
rlayed a strong game all the way through, 
with an occasional tendency to pull his. 
drives. But his recoveries were remarkably 
well executed. 

Herreshoff seemed to lose heart as the 
match progressed and played so poorly that 


at the end of the first eighteen holes he was 


nine down. In the afternoon round the 
Brooklyn boy played a steadier game, born 
of despair, but the westerner exhibired ne 
signs of weakening, and practically held. the 
advantage he had gained to the end, finish- 
ing the match with a score of 8 up and 6 to 


play. 
Trophies of the Victory. 


Egan won the three handled loving cup, 
which was offered as the low score trophy, 
and the gold medal, while the Exmoor club 
will have possession for one year of the 
Havemeyer championship cup.

Unless all signs fall Chicago will before the

The charge of unfairness in the manner in 
which the tug of war was conducted is the 
most pronounced and has resulted in a formal 
protest that will not be decided until Novem- 
ber. But in addition to this feature there are 
little stories which, if they are to be believed, 
indicate that some of the New York men who 
were intrusted with official positions lacke4 
the high sense of honor and fairness that is 
expected in those places. 

Two points of unfeirness are cnarged in the 

tug of war. It is claimed that the New York 
Athletic club tug of war team was purposely’ 
given a bye in order that it might reserve its 
tréngth for later contests; and also that it 
gas subsequentiy awarded fourth place in 
thisevent after forfeiting its contest for set- 
ond place, thus securing a point to which it 
was not entitied.

The six months’ rule which bars incoming 
freshmen is to be enforced and will cause 
much trouble, but the captains were much 
encouraged last week at the number of men 
who turned out for work. 


Hyde Park Stock Rises.

SWEET MARIE AND MiKINLEY 
THE TWO BEST TROTTERS. 


Work Done in Actual Races Entitles 
Them to Consideration as the Lead- 
ers of the Year, Each Having Gone 
@ Mile in 2:06%—Mare Comes from 
a Family of Good Racers, but Mys- 
tery Surrounds the Breeding of the 
Dam of the Gelding. | 


{BY HENRY TEN EYCK WHITE.) 
The two fastest trotters of the year, when 


.»work done in races is considered, are Sweet 
Marie and McKinley, each having trotted a 


mile in contest in 2:064 and otherwise shown 
the class that is essential to a first class race- 
horse. By reason of what they have accom- 
plished these two horses must be given the 
palm over all the other race trotters of a 
season that has been remarkably prolific of 
extra good harness horses: 

Like most horses that are really great, each 
has an interesting history. In these days 
when the blood lines of trotters and pacers 
aré as deeply studied as those of the thor- 
oughbred, it seems strange to read Im the 
summaries of the great races won by Mc- 
Kinley that the breeding of his dam is whol- 
ly unknown. This is, in al probability, not 
wholly true, since those who have investt- 
gated the matter are of the opinion that the 
man who knows something of the pedigree 


Sf McKinley in the female line will not re- 


veal the facts unless he is paid what is con- 
sidered an exorbitant sum to do so. 

George St. Clair, the sire of McKinley, a 
grandson of.George Wilkes, was a remark- 


ably fast horse in his racing days and a 


double gaited one as well, taking a record 
of 2:15% at the trot and 2:104% pacing. Asa 
sire he has accomplished practically nothing 
except the production of McKinley, but the 
remarkable performances of that gelding, 
oftentimes under circumstances not the most 
favorable,. have been of a character to make 
a reputation for any stallion. The dam of 
McKinley, a mate called Maggie V., was a 
pretty fair trotterin herday. She was foaled 
at Madison, Wis., her dam having been 
brought there from Milwaukee in foal. 
There was talk at the time that the sire of 
the filly that later in life produced McKinley 
Was by a running bred horse, but so far as 
actual facts are concerned nothing definite 
has ever been known. 


Dam Is Bought for $175. 

Along about 1890 H. Boone, a livery stable 
keeper and horse dealer of Holland, Mich., 
who was at that time in the habit of making 
frequent trips.to Wisconsin for the purchase 
of stock, took a fancy to a young mare whose 
owner wanted $250 for her. Mr. Boone's 
idea of her value was $175, and the matter 
Crifted along in that shape ‘for several 
months. One night, however, when Boone 
was fast. asleep at a Madison hotel, whose 
a a Knew of his fancy for the mare. he 
was, Wakéened by the. proprietor, who said 
“fhe Billy’ could be had at the Boone price 
if taken and paid for right there, as the 
owner was about to leavetown. Mr. Boone’s 


‘capital was in the local bank, but the hotel 


man obligingly supplied the cash, and it was 


. thus the dam of McKinley passed into the 


hands of the Michigan dealer. In time it was 
found she had speed enough at the trot to 
warrant training, and she raced with some 
success over Michigan tracks, showing the 
ability to beat 2:30 a little. Later in life she 
was bred to several stallions of local repute, 
George St. Clair being the best of the lot, the 
others including a son of Pilot Medium and 
a son of Fisk’s Chief, owned by Mr. Boone. 
One of the foals, a pacer, has a record a 
shade better than 2:20, and in only one in- 
stance did a foal of the Wisconsin filly fail 
to show more than average speed when old 
enough to be handled. 


His Youthful Career. 

McKinley was a trotter from thestart. As 
@ colt he had a lot of sprint, although in no 
way vicious; and he was not particularly 
difficult to break. As a 3 year old he could 
step well enough be taken to the local 
races, and Mr. Boone télls me that at that 
time he was something like a 2:25 trotter. 
Since then his career is pretty well known 
to all who are interested in harness racing. 
A good deal of the time that he has been cam- 
Paigning so successfully he has been 
troubled th lameness, and it was this that 
On one occasion prevented his sale at a good 
figure to eastern parties. The horse was 
priced at $6,000, and an offer of $5,000 was 
refused. But in spite of the lameness Mc- 
Kinley went on and won a lot of races, his 
work at Lexington last fall stamping him 
as a remarkably game horse as well as a 
fast one. Mr. Boone's gon, a young man 
without the experience in the sulky that is 
necessary to success in the grand circuit, had 
up to that time done most of the driving, but 
ithwas Ed Benyon who made the Michigan 
horse prominent last fall, With a combina- 
tion of lameness and fast record it was 
thought the race winning days of McKinley 
were over, but he came out again this sum- 
mer better than ever, although it was not 
until the Providence meeting that the full 
measure of his greatness was made known. 

At the Boston meeting young Boone had 
driven the horse a heat which he lost, and 
when Geers got up and won handily it was 
plain that so great a horse deserved a first 
“class race driver in the sulky every time he 
started. The next week at Providence Geers 
was continued in the sulky, but a bad start 
put it out of his power to win the first heat, 
while in the second mile the drivers of the 

other horses in the race saw to it that the 
tretter from Michigan went a long mile—so 

long, in fact, that he was beaten. Later in 

the week McKinley was booked to start 

against the 2:06 trotters. his opponents being 
Fereno, Hawthorne, and Wentworth. From 
er record of-2:05%, made last fall. and the 
act that she was reported to be in fine fettle 
his year, Fereno was the natural favorite. 


Race at Providence. 

On the day previous to the race the elder 
Mr: Boone went to Secretary Moone of the 
Providence track and made a formal com- 
plaint as to the start given his horse in the 
first race. It is only fair to say that in the 
race. with Fereno there was every effort 
on the part of Starter Merrill to get Mc- 
Kinley away well for the first heat, but the 
Boone boy, who was once more in the sulky, 
was unable to bring the horse to the wire on 
evén terms with the other horses, so that 
he..was not sent away well. It was after 
this heat that Alta McDonald took the 
horse, and the.way he beat Fereno the next 
two heats was worth going a long ways to 
see. Benyon drove Fereno faultlessly, mak- 
ing his own pace in each mile. For the 
first one he stepped off a fast half, but Mc- 
Kinley hung close enough to win in the 
homestretch, the time being 2:064%. Then 
Benyon tried other tactics, going up to the 
half in 1:05 in the-hope that his mare could 
outbrush McKinley. Having driven that 
horse last fall in his best races Benyon knew 
the turn at the three-quarter pole was the 
spot where McKinley was the most likely 
to break, and at that point in each heat he 
drove Fereno with the idea of carrying the 
big gelding off his feet. But all his art was 
of no avail, McDonald holding the horse 
together and winning. The manner in 
which the race was won, the time made, and 
the class of horses beaten stamped McKinley 
as a really great trotter, and no matter what 
hermay do in the future the son of Géorge St. 
Clair will be written down in turf history as 
one of the fastest and gamest trotting geld- 
ings that ever looked through a bridle. 


His Winter Recreation. 

Like most trotters of merit, McKinley is 
useful in other fields than that of racing. 
Mr. .Boone tells me that in the winter when 
the sleighing arourid Holland is good he haa 
all sorts of pleasure with McKinley on the 
snow, and pronounces him a model road 
horse. The journey between. Holland and a 
hamlet seventeen miles away is made b; Mr. 
Boone once a week while the sleighi ¢ lasts, 
and McKinley insists on doing the distance 
in just one hour and forty minutes. Any at- 
tempt to make him go slower than that is 
distasteful to the horse, who knov ~~ where 
he is going and has well defined ideas as to 
the pace at which the journey should be 


Surprise at Sweet Marie. 

Sweet M...ie, the other 2:06 trotter of the 
year, is a mare about which a great deal 
has been written in the last three years, and 
it is safe to say no one was more surprised 


, at what she has done this year than the pro- 


fessional drivers, all of whom have’ been 
familiar with her performances for the last 
three years, and some of whom have held 
the reins over her. 

The McKinney family, of which Sweet 
Marie is now the most distinguished mem- 
ber, has furnished the turf a good many trot- 
sate and pacers of exceptional speed, but

The new Oaklawn racetrack being constructed by Dan A. Stuart, John Condon, and Charles Dugan at Hot Springs is nearing completion. The track grading is finished, 
the stabling complete, and work is being pushed on the grandstand, paddock, betting shed, and clubhouse. The macadamized avenues leading to and into the inclosures from the * 


Twelve hundred stalls, 10x14 feet each; have wood floors and subceiling. These are made frost proof. Each stall has a hay loft above, improved drainage system, water, and 
Seven kitchen buildings have been built, each with four complete kitchens, 20x20 feet. 

The grandstand, 300x140 feet, is being constructed of steel and wood on the slow burning system. This is to be 
‘front, operated by counterweights. .The stand will‘seat 4,500, with standing room for 1,500. The dining room and café are to be located in such a manner as to permit a view 


of the races without leaving the tables. There will be a wide promenade gallery all around the betting ring. 
The size of the paddock is to be 190x60 feet. There will be a promenade sixteen feet wide above the paddock floor, this connecting with the promenade in the grandstand. 


Abutting the paddock will be the office of the secretary, weighing in room, hogpital, horsemen’s rooms, jockies’ dressing rooms, shower baths, etc. This building is to be inclosed 


heated by steam and will have a sliding, adjustable glass 


The clubhouse is to be a two story affair, 120x60 feet, two stories and basemerft, with promenade verandas around the building on the first and second floors. Within, th 
first floor will be given over to a large reception room, grillroom, parlor, and check rooms. The second floor is to be used for a café. : 
In general design all buildings will be in the modern mission style of architecture.

until she came out this summer and did the 
trick, Sweet Marie was not looked upon as 
at all likely to be the pick of the basket. For 
three years she has been in the public eye, 
first as a matinée performer at Los Angeles, 
where she was owned, and last year as 4 
fairly good trotter on the northern Pacific 
circuit, where she won all her races and took 
a mark of 2:13% at Salem, Ore., last fall. 
The mare was then driven by Will Durfee 
of California, but this year she came east 
under the management of R. A. Smith, a 
young man born in the east who went to 
California for hisyhealth a few years ago, and 
has driven a few horses for pleasure. 

When Sweet Marie won her race at Detroit, 
trotting three heats in 2:10, 2:10%, 2:10%, over 
a track a trifle slow, she looked to be entirely 
too high in flesh for a race horse. In nopart 
of her miles @id she show any great burst 
of speed, but, as a matter of fact, those who 
were ‘“‘in the know’ were well aware that 
had it been necessary Sweet Marie could’ 
have gone faster. While the mare was at 
Denver she was tried out with the pacer 
Winfield Stratton, and on the end of a milein 
2:10 she stepped a quarter in :29. But in spite 
of this known speed at least one of the men 
who had backed Marie covered up a good deal 
of his investment after the first heat had 
been trotted, his idea being that the mare 
was not strictly game. 

Doubt Her Gameness. 

As a matter of fact more than one horse- 
man regarded the California mare as a trifle 
soft. I know one good reinsman who looked 
at Sweet Marie in California a couple of 
years ago and turned her down becatise she 
backed up at the end of a mile in 2:13. And 
yet in the Providence race she stepped five 
heats that averaged better than 2:09, and 
went the last mile in 2:08%, with a break on 
the backstretch. What she could have done 
in the 2:06% mile had that trip been made 
solely with a view of record making is ques- 
tionable, but Alta McDonald told me after 
the race that he was certain she could have 
done the distance in 2:05. “‘I was easy the, 
whole mile,’’ he said, “‘ and buggy riding all 
the way down the hdmestretch.’’ As it hap- 
pened, the mare was just in shape for a good 
mile. Smith, who had driven her in the first 
and second heats, had finished a comforta- 
ble third each time, trotting his milesaround 


2:08 or a trifle slower, and that work edged 


up the daughter of McKinney for a supreme 


effort. 
Investigate Smith’s Ride. 

. As to Smith’s motives*in this matter of 
laying up two heats there will always be a 
difference of opinion. His friends assert he 
was trying to win the race and considered 
that the best way todoit. The mare had won 
all her engagements this year, and it is nat-. 
ural to suppose she would be trying in a 
$5,000 event. On the other hand, there had 
been criticism at Boston the previous week 
of the manner in which Sweet Marie was 
driven in the first and second heats, and the 
judges put up Alta McDonald, with the result 
that the mare won the race, and in the end 
showed to be much the best of the lot that 
started. It was therefore natural that when 
the Providence judges found that Sweet 
Marie trotted in 2:064% under McDonald's 
management directly after she had been 
beaten in much slower time with Smithin the 
sulky they decided the race should be in- 
vestigated. Two members of the grand cir- 
cuit stewards were available, and another 
was summoned from the west. 

The race was gone into thoroughly. The 
pool books were examined, and the result was 
the suspension of Smith for the balance of 
the year. The young man’s friends, who are 
numerous and loyal, contend he was trying to 
win the race, and that, admitting that he laid 
up the first and second heats, the punishment 
inflicted was too severe. But on the other 
hand it is held that when the season began it 
Was practically given out that so far as the 
grand circuit was concerned there would be 
no paltering when a deliberate violation of 
the rules Was in question. It is certain that 
in the Providence race Sweet Marie did not 
sell for as much in the preliminary betting 
as she should have brought under normal cir- 
cumstances, when the fact that she was 
unbeaten this season and had been winning 
in the bgst of company was taken dnto ac- 
count. 

The pool selling is frequently suggestive to 
men who follow the grand circuit trotters 
from one point to another, and matters are 
now in such shape that, on the grand circuit 
at least, there will be :ittle chance to get 
away with jobs that involve the betting end 
oe game—and there never was a job that 

n't.

BIG RACE TO WESTRRNER. 


ALTA AXWORTHY TAKES HART- 
FORD FUTURITY AND $7,000. 


Owner Refuses Offer of $10,000 Before 

- Race, in Which Thomas Filly Dis- 
poses of Princess Athel — Pleasant 
Thought and Lord Ravelstoke Dis- 
tanced in Heavy Going—Judges in 
Angus Pointer Decision Set Down 
Driver McPherson for Pulling.

Hartford, Conn, Sept. 10.—[{Special.}—The 
western filly Alta Axworthy, bred, owned, 
and driven by Al Thomas, won the Hartford 
Futurity for 3 year old trotters in 2:138\% and 
2:14% over a track fully two seconds slow. 
By this victory Mr. Thomas and his filly took 
down $7,000, the first money being $6,000, 
while the nominator of the winner, according 
to the condition of the stake, receives’ $500 
and the nominator of the dam of the winner 
a like amount. 

Alta Axworthy’s win was a comparatively 
easy one, although during a part of the trip 
down the homestretch in the opening mile 
Princess Athel looked dangerous, she having 
been a close attendant on the winner all the 
way. Pleasant Thought and Lord Revel- 
stoke were distanced in this heat. 

A couple of hours before the race was 
started Mr. Thomas was called to the long 
distance telephone and talked with Daniel 
O'Dell of New York City, who offered him 
$10,000 for the filly under the condition that 
she should race as his today. This offer was 
declined, and when Thomas was asked to 
put a price on Aita he said $20,000 and no 
less would get her. This was modified an 
instant later by an offer to take $15,00Qand 
a percentage of the filly’s winning this sea- 
son, she being engaged in the Lexington 
Futurity and a rich stake for trotters of her 
age at Cincinnati. As matters turned out 
Thomas has $7,000 of the $10,000 purchase 
price in his pocket, and the value of the filly 
is undoubtedly enhanced by today’s perform- 
ance. 


Lord Revelstoke Breaks Down, 


Alta Axworthy: not only defeated Princess 
Athel, but effectually disposed of the latter’s 
claim to the 3 year, old champion by the way 
she did the trick.

PLAN AN AUTO SPEEDWAY 


LOCAL ENTHUSIASTS WANT THOR- 
OUGHFARE FOR RACING. 


Local Club Is Back of the Movement 
—President Farson and the Mem- 
bers Will Make Every Effort to Se- 
cure a Route Along the Lake Beach, 
Between Twenty-ninth and Fiftieth 
Streets—Also Want Increased Speed 
Limit in Chicago and the Subarbs. 


Plans of local automobilists to have an 
“automobile speedway ’’ on the south side 
are being considered by members of the Chi- 
cago Automobile club, and if these plans can 
be Carried to a successful climax, Chicago 
next year will be able to boast the finest 
thoroughfare for motor car racing in the 
country. The speedway, if such a thing can 
be made possible, and from the present out- 
look it looks auspicious, will be along the 
lake beach from Twenty-ninth street to Fif- 
tieth street, east of the Illinois Central 
tracks. 

President Farson of the club is in favor of 
the plan, and will make every effort to make 
the speedway a place where automobilists 
will be able to drive their cars at a fair rate 
of speed, without fear of interference. The 
scheme, which has engendered considerable 
enthusiasm among the members of the club, 
was suggested a few days ago to President 
Farson by Frank X. Mudd in a letter. 

The plans will, in all prohability, be pre- 
sented to the city within a short time. 


Want Eighteen Mile Limit. 

Strenuous efforts are still continued to have 
the speed limit increaged in not only Chicago, 
but at Lake Forest, Lombard, and other near- 
by towns. Directors of the automobile club 
are anxious to have a speed limit of eighteen 
miles an hour, as the result of the recent 
tests which proved entirely satisfactory. In 
view of this it is being planned to entertain 
the members of the three park boards soon 
when the matter can be discussed. At the 
same time a test of cars will be made in order 
to show the park commissioners what can be 
accomplished with a car. A new brake will 
be shown that can quickly bring the cars to 
a stop. 

A big delegation of Chicagoans with their 
cars is at Grand Rapids, where the Grand 
Rapids Automobile club isentertaining. The 
party, which numbers over sixty people in all, 
left on Friday night by boat, going to Hol- 
land, after which the run from Holland was 
made in the automobiles, the distance being 
a little over forty miles.

Planning for Local Meet

Give Advice to Autoists. 


Sidney S. Gorham, who looks after the legal 
affairs of the Automobile club, has issued a 
statement in which he advises the automo- 
bilists to use care in driving their cars at 
high speed. The injunction secured at Lake 
Forest in the case of a Chicago automobilist, 
while a victory in that town, should not en- 
courage the drivers of cars to speed them. 
It is urged that, especially in Lake Forest, 
the speed limit shall be adhered to in order 
that the village authorities shall not be an- 
tagonized. 

In speaking of the action of the drivers 
of machines, Mr. Gorham is of the opinion 
that it is not entirely the speeding of cars 
that cause the automobilists trouble. It is 
said that the drivers occasionally display 
anger at officers who stop them. 

The accidents at auto race meetings have 
resulted in ‘the American Automobile asso- 
ciation taking a hand in the arrangements 
of such events. In the east, Sarticularly, 
when a track applies for a sanctfon for a 
meet an investigation is made of its charac- 
ter, the turns and@v.all other important fea- 
tures being taken into consideration before 
the sanction is granted.

ADDITIONAL SUGGESTIONS FOR 
BEGINNERS AT THIS GAME. 


Advisability of Declaring No Trump 
First to Be Considered—Tendency 
of New Players Is to Declare Hearts 
or Diamonds When They Have a 
Hand Containing Five of One of 
These Suits—Examples of Mistakes 
and the Contrary in Play. 


(BY A. R. METCALFE.] 

The rules for trump declarations which fol- 
low should be studied in connection with the 
rules for no trump declarations published in 
last Sunday’s TRIBUNE. The advisability 
of declaring no trump should always be con- 
sidered first. 

The téndency of all beginners at bridge is 
to declare hearts or diamonds whenever they 
see a hand containing five or more of either 
of those suits. It is especially hard, when 
holding the dummy hand, to declare spades 
when holding only two or three of that suit, 
and perhaps a five card red suit. 

One of the most expensive declarations 
ever made was from the following hand: 
Hearts, 9, 6, 5, 3, 2; spades, king, jack, ten; 
diamonds, ace, king; clubs, ace, jack, nine. 

The make was passed and the dummy, who 
held the above hand, declared hearts instead 
of no trump, as he should have done. Dealer 
and dummy had won the first game and at 
no trump would easily have gone out. The 
heart make was doubled and the opponents 
won the game, besides holding 4 honors, 
and eventually won the rubber, the unwise 
declaration actually costing over 900 points. 

Another expensive declaration was from 
the following hand: Spades, Jack, 4; hearts, 
7. 6, 3; clubs, 9, 4; diamonds, 9, 8, 6, 5, 4, 2. 
From this the dummy, to whom the make 
was passed, declared diamonds, when he 
should unquestionably have declared spades. 

It is difficult to teach beginners to declare 
spades as frequently as they should. Some 
wag has said that most players lack nerve 
enough to name spades for trumps. Certain 
it is, however, that when the opponents ob- 
viously hold stronger cards than your part- 
ner and yourself, you must make the deal as 
inexpensive as possible, and hope to beat the 
opponents on their deal. 


Heart Declaration. 
The dealer should declare hearts: 


When holding four or five honors regardless of 
the score, unless he should also hold four aces. 

When holding six hearts with three honors. 

When holding six hearts with two honors, one of 
which its king or ace. 
wae holding seven or more hearts with one 

het holding five hearts with two honors and 
good five card suit. 

When the score is fourteen or more, in 
addition to the examples above given, the 
dealer should declare hearts: 

When holding six hearts with two honors. 

When holding five hearts with two honors, one 
of which ts king or ace. 

When holding four hearts with three honors, one 
oP vingeaes is king or ace, and two tricks in the other 

The rules for heart declaration for the 
dummy are the same as those for the dealer 
except that dummy is sometimes forced to 
make the heart declaration from hands 
which dealer would pass. It is usually un- 
wise. however, for dummy to declare hearts 
with a holding of five weak trumps and not 
much strength in the plain sults. 

Diamond Declaration. 

Dealer should declare diamonds when 
holding four or five honor® unless the score 
is desperate and there is a good chance of 
winning game at no trump declaration. 

Dealer should never declare diamonds un- 
less there is a strong probability of winning 
the game on the diamond declaration. 

Dummy must sometimes declare diamonds 
when his hand will not warrant a no trump 
declaration and there is a probability of 
scoring the odd trick at diamonds. 

Example: Hearts, king, jack, four, two; 
spades, queen, ten, trey; diamonds, king, 
jack, nine, seven, deuce; clubs, four. 

Dummy should not declare Glamonds, how- 
ever, from such hands as the following: 
Hearts, king, three, two; spades, jack, six, 
four; diamonds, jack, eight, six, three, two; 
clubs, seven, six. Hands Ike last named 
must always be made spades.

000 Sacks a Week—Consumers Pre- 
fer Yankee Flour.

LONDON, Sept: 10.—* England vs. Amer- 
ica ’’ was the subject of debate at an exhi- 
bition held by the bakers and confectioners 
at Agricultural hall this week. Much of in- 
terest to the trade in America is to be found 
in the promise which stalls at the exhibition 
give of a great revival of flour milling im 
this country, as in so many other depart- 
ments. Lack of home initiative in the past 
has resulted In the American laying his hand 
on quite three-fourths of the English flour 
trade in London. 
Indeed the American trader has had prac- 
tically his own way, and many people, even 
bakers themselves, had almost come to re- 
gard British grinding as being on the point 
of. extinction. Exhibiters, however, who 
strongly represent the Industry in England, 
seem determined to make an effort to turn 
the tables. 

Two of the largest port millers in the coun- 
try, Vernon of Liverpool and Rank of Hull, 
are leading spirits in the enterprise. They 
have completed plans for gigantic milis at 
Victoria docks, London, and next year will 
see their completion. Vernon is putting up 
a place which will be eight floors high and 
cover three acres of ground, having a capa- 
city of 30,000 sacks of flour a week. 

Meanwhile the British millers, through the 
medium of this exhibition, are striving their 
utmost to kill the prejudice which has existed 
among bakers as well as consumers against 
English milled flour. One of the objections 
has been that British flour was not of suffi- 
cient strength; another was that it wasn’t 
possible to get first class results when bak- 
ing bread in large batches. One of the ex- 
hibits is a batch of 300 loaves baked in one 
oven, the wheat being blended. 

The new mills will not confine themselves to 
British grown wheat. The owners intend to 
make the world their field and choose grain 
from whatever parts of the globe produce the 
finest.

CANADA CRUSADE 
FOR RECIPROCITY 


Efforts to Open Customs Tar- 
. iff Negotiations with 
United States. 


HOW TAX AFFECTS TRADE 


Dominion’s Duty on: Steel Rails 
Not Well Received by the 
British Press. 


Ottawa, Canada, Sept. 8.—[{Special Corre- 
spondence.]—It may assist those who are in- 
terested in reciprocity between the United 
States and Canada to recall the terms of the 
reciprocity offers already made to the United 
States by Canada, and which successively 
have been withdrawn, the last In IS07. It 
is reasonable to suppose the Canadian govV- 
ernment would be found willing to consider 
the question of reciprocal trade in the prod- 
ucts enumerated in the offers referrd to, or 
some of them, if not others unenumerated, ff 
the authorities at Washington cared to make 
a proposition to open negotiations with that 
object In view. 

In 1867 the following provision of the cus. 
toms tariff was assented to: 

“ Any or all of the articles méntioned in 
Schedule D may be admitted info Canada 
from the United States of Anierica, free of 
duty, upon proclamation by the governor In 
council, whenever satisfactory arrangements 
shall be entered into with the United States 
of America for the importation of. similar 
articles from Canada into that country free 
of duty.” 

Articles in Schedule D. 


The articles enumerated in schedule * Di” 
were as follows: Grain; flour, and bread- 
stuffs of all kinds; animals of all kinde: 
fresh, smoked, or salted meats: green and 
cried fruits, fish of all kinds, products of 
fish and of all other creatures Mving in the 
water, poultry, butter, cheese, lard, tallow, 
timber and lumber of al! kinds, round) hewed, 
sawed, but not otherwise manufactured In 
whole or part; fish oil, gypsum, ground or uh 
ground. 

In 1868 the above provision was canceled. 
A new list of articles, to be subject to reei- 
procal arrangement, either to take off the 
entire @uty or reduce it, as the case might be, 
was enumerated. The Hst was that of 1867 
with grain, flour, and breacktuffs of all kinds, 
and seeds struck out. 


Clause Repealed in 1870, 


In 1870 the last named provision was fe 
pealed, and the reciprocal duty free or duty 
reducing clause for the U:.ited States applied 
to animals of all kinds, green fruit, Ray, 
straw, bran, seeds of all kinds, vegetables 
(including potatoes and other roots), planta, 
trees and shrubs, coal and, coke, salt, hops, 
wheat, peas and beans, barley, rye ontes, 
Indian corn, buckwheat and all other grain, 
flour of wheat and flour of rye, Indlan meal 
and oatmeal, the flour or meal-of any other 
grain, butter, cheese, fish (salted or smoked), 
lard, tallow, meats (fresh, salted, or smoked). 

In 1879 the above provision was continued 
and lumber added to the list of articles that 
might be brought in free of duty or at a 
reduced rate from the United States under 
the reciprocity clause. 


Fisheries Act Applied. 
Im the tariff amendment act of 1885 the 
provisions defining the duty on mackerel, 
herri salmon, anchovies, sardines, oye- 
ters, Oll, spermaceti, whale and other fish 
oils, and all other articles the produce of the 
fisheries, were subjected to the reciprocity 
clause for repeal or reduction of duty ang 
applied to Newrfoundland as well as the 
United States. 


act of 1879, was repealed, and the reciprocity 
offer im favor of the United States to repeal 
or reduce duties substituted in regard to 
any or all of the following articles: Animals 
of all kinds, hay, straw, vegetables 
(including potatoes and -other roots), 
salt, peas, beans, barley, malt, rye, 
oats,, buckwheat, flour or rye, oatmeal, 
buckwheat flour, butter, cheese, fish of 
all kinds, fish oil, products of fish and 
of all other creatures living in the water, 
fresh meats, poultry, stone or marble in its 
crude or unwrought state, lime, gypsum, or 
plaster of Paris (ground, unground, or cai- 
cined), hewn, or wrought, or unwrought burr 
and grindstones; and timber and lumber of 
al Kinds, unmanufactured in whole or in 
part, including shingles, clapboards, and 
wood pulp. 


Other Rates Substituted. 

The tariff of 184 repealed all the foregoing 
provisions then in force and substituted pro- 
visions applying the conditional! repeal or re- 
cuction of duties, as follows: Fish and other 
products of the fishertes from the United 
States or Newfoundland, eggs from the 
United States, repeal or reduction of duty; 
shingles or pulp wood from the United 
States, duty free; green or ripe apples, beans, 
buckwheat, peas, potatoes, rye, rye flour, 
hay, and vegetables from the country of pro- 
Guction, duty free; barley and Indlan corm 
from the country of produetion, duty free, 

In 1895 the tariff contained sections relat- 
ing to the @uties to be charged on fresh sal- 
mon and sawed boards, planks, and deals, 
planed and dressed on one or both sides 
when the edges thereof are jointed, or 
tenmgued, or grooved, and subjecting these 
articles to the reciprocal duty free clause in 
favor of the United States. 


Changes Made in 1895. 

Action was taken by the governor in coun 
ell under the foregoing provisions, as fol- 
lows: In January, 1805, shingles from the 
ITnited States were made free of duty, it 
having been shown that article could We 
imported free from Canada Into the United 
States; In June, 1805, the duty on war 
reduced to & cents a dogen, that being the 
duty charged in the United States; and'in 
August, 1896, salmon imported from Canada 
into the United States being placed on tite 
free list. Salmon imported into Canada 
from the United States was similarly treated. 
- In 1807, on what is generally styled the 
British preferential tariff being adopted by 
Canada all the foregoing recriprocal con- 
ditional provisions were repealed, the only 
provision substituted for them being one in 
respect of fish and other products of the 
fisheries, applicable to the United States and 
Newfoundland. 


Regulations on Steel Rails. 

Steel rails of Canadian make are being de. 
livered to the government under the contract 
for the Intercolonial (government) railway by 
the Algoma Steel company (the Ontario 
“ Soo” works)4or relaying. These rails are 
passed by the government inspectors as up 
to specifications, and are shipped from the 
works to Montreal, and there taken over by 
the Interecolonial at the rate of fifteen to 
twenty carloadsaday. The present contract 
is for 10,000 tons. and the output of the works 
is fully up to the estimate given last week, 
about 600 tons a day.

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enlarging the Algoma plant to enable a much 
larger output to be made is under considera- 
tion in consequence of inquiries for rails for

turned out at the North Sydney steel mills 
aswell. An intimation to that effect has been 
received here within the last few days. The 
duty and bontsses in.connection with the man- 
ufacture of steel rails are found to be suffi- 
ecient to enable the Canadian makers to sell 
at a price below that at which United States 
rails can possibly be laid down in Canada ae 
leave @ sufficient-margin of profit. 


_British Press Doesn’t Enthuse. 
Canada’s duty on steel rails is not enthusi- 
astically greeted by the British press. Some of 
the papers are chilly: some are lofty. One, the 
“otimercial Intelligencer, remarics the recent 
eustoms legislation of Canada might as 
weil. as regards its bearing on British trade, 
be that of a hostile nation. To which the 
reply from this side is that Great Britain 
treats Canada no better than she does the 
' hostile nations, whereas Canada does at any 
rate make a discrimination in favor of 
Great Britain of one-third less than the 
duties collected on the products of other 
countries, and if the mother country did as 
much, Canada would be ready to do more. 
There is still a stubborn reluctance, 
generally speaking, on the part of the 
British commercial organs, outside of those 
that have gone over to Chamberlain, to ad- 
mit that Canada's preferential tariff is 
anything worth considering to the united 
kingdom. 


Dumping Clause as Factor. 

For the purpose of valuing products of the 
United States shipped to Canada, Hable to 
the dumping clause, H. 8S. Scott, the newly 
appointed official for the purpose, will shortly 
leave for the United States. Mr. Scott, who 
was the commercia! editor of the Toronto 
Globe, is an expert in values of leading lines 
of goods brought into Canada from the United 
States. An immense number of dumping 
cases has had to be adjudicated upon already 
by the officials of the customs department. 

Valuators of merchandise brought into Can- 
ada from the United States have been em- 
ployed by the Canadian government in lead- 
ing cefiters of commercial activity south of 
the line for several years, but the dumping 
clause has necessitated-the strengthening of 
the force and revision of the arrangements 
generally. The intention is to carry out the 
new provision of the law in a thorough and 
businesslike manner.

While the country thought in 1893 that 
Mr. Van Alen, as its representative, had bet- 
ter stay at home, now that he has decided to 
be a citizen no longer, his departure will not 
raise such genera] protest. Consequently, 
when Mr. Vati Alen asks for his passports 
and a letter of recommendation it should be 
given cheerfully. 


GOVERNMENTAL EXTRAVAGANCE. 

Judge Parker in his speech to the demo- 
cratic editors accused the present adminis- 
tration of “reckless extravagance and waste 
of the people’s money.” To substantiate his 
charge he contrasts the expenditures of the 
last three years with those of the first Cleve- 
land administration. During that first term, 
says Judge Parker, “the average annual 
expenditure was $269,000,000,” while “ for 
the last three years it has been $519,000,000, 
The governmental expenditure last year 
mounted up to $582,000,000,” 

Judge Parker is accurate in his figures, 
bat it dees not follow that he is correct in 
his conclusions. ' An increase in expendi- 
tures does not necessarily involve waste and 
extravagance... A larger population neces- 
sitates larger expenses... The United States 
had less than 60,000,000 inhabitants in 1887, 
and it has over 81,000,000 now. New gov- 
ernmental duties call for larger appropria- 
tions. Mr. Cleveland did not have Porto 
Rico, the Philippines, and Hawaii to care 
for. 

The matter will be better understood when 
a comparison is made of the sums spent on 
certain important branches of the public 
service in 1887 and in ‘the last fiscal year. 
The outlay on the navy in 1887 was $15,141,- 
000. Last year it was $102,942,000. There 
is an advance of over $87,000,000. Does it 
prove extravagance? The people will say 
no, firstly because it takes more money 
to support the larger navy of 1904—there 
practically was no navy seventeen years 
ago—and secondly because the work of 
building up the navy is being carried on un- 
remittingly with the hearty approval of 
nearly all Americans. They do not grudge 
a single dollar that.is spent on the construc- 
tion or upkeep of battleships. They do not 
look on the small expenditures of the first 
Cleveland term for naval purposes as evi- 
dence of economy but rather of parsimony 
perilous to the safety of the republic. 

The war department expenditures were 

561,000 in 1887 and $115,153,000 in 
1904. The difference is due in small part to 
an inerease in the strength of the army. 
That was necessary because of territorial 
expansion and to provide men for the great 
guns which have been installed in the coast 
defenses. A considerfble part of the money 
spent by the war department last year went 
towards coast defeuses and their armament. 
making better guns for the soldiers, and 
generally putting the country in a state of 
readiness for war if it should come. 

There has been no waste of the public 
money in these expenditures. The money 
has been spent prudently—in taking out an 
insurance policy. If the first Cleveland ad- 
ministration had spent more money for mili- 


| tary purposes the McKinley administration 


would not hate had to spend so much when 
the war with Spain broke ont. , 

Certainly the Roosevelt expenditures are 
higher than those of the first Cleveland 
term, and last year’s were specially large, 
because of the $50,000,000 paid on account 
of the Panama canal. The people do not 

ll that an extravagance. 

When a sum of money is squandered or 
spent foolishly that is extravagance. An 
even greater sum invested wisely would by 
no means be extravagance. Money spent 
on rivers and harbors, rural free delivery, 
the army and navy, irrigation, the Panama 
canal is not extravagance, but investment 
and insurance. It would have been misxerli- 
ness and hence folly to have gone without 
rural free delivery, the new navy, and the 
Panama canal. 


WAR DURING THE WEEK. 


On Friday morning there appeared three 
circumstantial accounts of the battle of 
Liaoyang, telegraphed in by correspondents 
who had been present. Two of these cor- 
respondents were with Oku’s, or the left, 
army, while one was with Kuroki’s, or the 
right, army. All three of them agree that 
the battle was fought with desperate brav- 
ery on both sides. The Russians exhibited 
ability to hold the Japanese. Okun, on 
the left, assaulted again and again—on one 
oceasion thrice during twenty-four hours. 
He lost regiments at a time, yet he kept on. 

The Russian positions south and east of 
Liaoyang were exceedingly strong. The 
ground in front of them was clear, no cover 
being left for the attackers. The Russians 
did not repeat the errors made by Zassulitch 
at the crossing of the ‘Yalu and place their 
trenches on the sky line. 

Modern weapons gave an immense advap- 
tage to the defensive position; an advantage 
which could be only partly offset by the reck- 
less pluck of the Japanese. The lessons 
taught by the Boer war are enforced, not 
disproved, by the costliness of the assaults 
made by Oku at Liaoyang, and by Nogi at 
Port Arthur. It still remains impossible for 
a courageous, sure shooting force of men, 
occupying trenches, to be displaced by the 
direct assault of anything like even num- 
bers of even the bravest of troops. 

If the Japs had tried to take Liaoyang ex- 
clusively by direct assault they would have 
failed. But the flanking movement of Ku- 
roki, who threatened to get behind the Rus- 
sians, compelled them to evacuate the town. 
The critics who have eyes only for Oku’s 
army, and see it battered and bruised in its 
direct assaults must not forget that Kuroki 
could not attempt his flanking movement 
from the east unless Oku should press the 
south in sufficient numbers to keep a large 
number of Russians employed there, and so 
prevent them from being sent to interfere 
with Kuroki’s flank march. 

But the Japanese did not surround and 
capture the Russian army. That isa thing 
not often done. At Ulm Napoleon sur- 
rounded 30,000 Austrians and compelled 
them to lay down theirarms. Buthehad an 
immensely superior force, and he was the 
greatest military genius of modern times, 
while the Austrians were wretchedly led. 
At Sedan the French were surrounded and 
forced to surrender, but they were miserably 
handled, and the Germans had almost double 
their numbers, 


Kuroki, marching from his bridges across 
the Taitze, had twice as far to go to reach 
: the railroad above Liaoyang as Kouropat- 
_ kin, who was in Liaoyang and on the rail- 
road. In addition, Kouropatkin has steam 


to increase his mobility, while Kuroki must 


i plow his men and transports over wretched, 
wuddy footpaths. Small forces in good posi- 


z

tions could delay Kuroki; there were no 
forces on the railroad to check Kouropatkin. 

‘There is no disposition to question the 
cool headedness pf the Russian general. He 
acquitted himself splendidly and conducted 
his.retreat.most cleverly. But it were fool- 
ish, on the other hand, to accuse Oyama of 
incompetence for failing.to surround his foe. 
Such a task under the conditions was pre- 
posterously difficult. If he had achieved it 
he would have done something almost mirac- 
ulous. In that he failed to achieve it, he 
is not to be blamed. In every war of his- 
tory a victory such as Oyama won has been 
called “sweeping.” He forced the Rus- 
sians out of a strongly fortified place and 
chased them to Mukden, forty miles north- 
ward. At the present moment it is reported 
that they are still going, and propose to make 
for Tieling, forty miles north of Makden. 
This retreat is directly away from Port 
Arthur, where a Russian garrison is being 
besieged. How can the movements from 
Aug. 24 to the present day be interpreted as 
anything other than a great Japanese vic- 
tory ?—a victory all the more creditable to 
them because the foe, which they defeated, 
maneuvered so skillfully and fought so 
bravely. 

But while it is foolish to question the 
skill and success of the Japanese at Liao- 
yang, the criticism passed that the preced- 
ing strategy had been too slow seems reason- 
able. After the crossing of the Yalu and 
the landings at Takushan and Pulantien, the 


‘Japanese could have quickly assembled as 


many men as they now have. The Rus- 
sians were more disorganized and demoral- 
ized, as well as fewer in numbers, than they 
now. are. If the Japs at that time had exe- 
cuted the movements which they have just 
gone through they could have inflicted a 
severer defeat on Kouropatkin. Their effi- 
ciency then was as great as it is now, while 
the Russians, who were at a low ebb in May, 
have been steadily improved ever since. 
There is undoubtedly reason to accuse the 
Japs of “slow strategy.” 

The Port Arthur situation remains ob- 
scure. There was heavy fighting Aug. 27- 
Aug. 31. The Japs gained a few advantages, 
though probably at a heavy cost. The Rus- 
sians are now forced to distill sea water 
because the Japanese have’ cut off the last 
remaining fresh water spring of the Rus- 
sians, which was at Fort Etse. Etse and 
the adjoining forts are not occupied by 
either side, since these positions are dom- 
inated by batteries of both sides. 

The fa¥orite attacks of the Japanese are 
along the railroad and from the east flank. 
They have not demonstrated for some time 
against Liautishan, the 1,512 foot fort which 
dominates all the whole region. Undoubt- 
edly the battle of Liaoyang will be a valu- 
able moral asset to Nogi’s forces, and a 
heavy moral liability to Stoessel’s. 

Indications are that there will not. be an 
immediate resumption of the fighting in the 
neighborhood of Mukden. Both sides are 
played out. The Japanese will now un- 
doubtedly seek to perfect their lines of com- 
munication to the coast. It has been their 
custom as quickly as they make an advance 
to send their engineers behind them and 
make good roads for their wagons. If the 
war brings no other benefit to southera 
Manchuria it will certainly be valuable in 
penetrating this territory with decent roads, 
which have hitherto been conspicuous by 
their absence. 

Russians papers, especially the Russika 
Viedomosti, tell of the horrible suffering of 
the Russian wounded soldiers, who are 
thrown indiscriminately into empty freight 
cars—the sick and wounded, the dying and 
the dead all together. These cars have abso- 
lutely no sanitary arrangement, and as most 
of the sick patients are suffering from dysen- 
tery the resulting condition is horrible. 
Sometimes cars loaded in this way are not 
moved for two days. When the sufferers 
arrive at the hospitals they still lack soap, 
light, sugar, and milk. The poor devils who 
go through this experience must wish they 
had been killed outright when they should 
at least have gained the glory and the peace 
of a hero’s# death. 


SCHOOLS, PARKS, AND DEMOCRACY. 

e board of education’s new courses of 
study and Mr. Foremany’s speech on parks 
are worth while examining side by side. 

The subjects included in the board of edu- 
cation’s new courses of study look trivial 
because they deal with the ordinary things 
of life. This is their profound merit. They 
aim at making the child an intelligent, 
efficient member of society. They teach the 
girl how to make a good bed, how to cook a 
good meal, how to keep a house clean and 
attractive, how to keep clothes mended, and 
how to maintain all those decent conditions 
of living which make ‘intelligence and ef- 
ficiency and self-respect possible. They 
teach the boy, who in the large majority of 
cases will become a worker, how to work. 
They give him clay, wood, and iron for the 
training of his hands. They give him books 
about hunters and fishers and spinners and 
weavers and gi the other craftsmen who are 
the foundatidn of society. And to both boy 
and girl they give an acquaintance with 
plants and flowers and trees and the other 
wonders and delights of nature which the 
city boy and girl usually fail to get. 

In a sentence, the board of education's 
new courses make education more demo- 
cratic. They get away from the idea that 
the children of our public schools are so sit- 
uated financially that, if they are given a 
few literary accomplishments, they can get 
everything else from their homes. Educa- 
tion in Chicago, if the board:of education 
adheres to its new policy, will more and 
more devote itself to the task of producing 
practical, intelligent workers. The graces 
of leisure will not be neglected. But the 
fundamental necessities of work will be 
more emphasized. 

Meanwhile Mr. Foreman, in his speech 
about parks, was most significantly discus- 
sing schools. “ Each schoolhouse built,” 
he said, “ should be erected in a park of its 
own. It should not be available eight hours 
a day for ten months a year, but should 


_be in service days and evenings twelve 


months a year, sixteen hours a day in eight 
hour shifts. These buildings should be 
neighborhood centers with educational fa- 
cilities other than for children, with gym- 
nasia and with swimming pools.” 

What an extension of our fundamental! in- 
stitution, the school system, is here pro- 
jected! And how does Mr. Foreman, whose 


‘domain is parks, come to be so much in- 


terested in it? Because his study of parks 
has led him to believe, as he clearly and 
strongly says in his speeeh, that parks and 
schools, differ as they may in their methods, 
have the same great Juission, the production 
of an intelligent and efficient body of citi- 
zens. 
It is for this reason that Mr. Foreman 
mgintains as, president of the south park 
board that the new parks should have gym- 
nasia, swimming pools, and “ field houses.” 
which “ will have room to provide for as- 
semblages of people of the district who de- 
sire to meet for any good purpose, except for 
political and sectarian religious meetings.” 
The principle is simple. The school start- 
ed off to be only a place where children could | 


learn reading, writing, and arithmetic. The 
park started off to be only a place where 
men, women, and children could loaf on the 
grass. Both places can have their uses 
extended till they become centers for all 
kinds of activity connected with the mak- 
ing of good, healthy, clean, wise citizens. 

People who, think that greed is crushing 
democracy should look at the undercur- 
rents. All educational forces are codperat- 
ing to make the America of tomorrow 
healthier, better informed, and more capa- 
ble than the America of today.

There we find one denunciation after . 
another of the sine of the people—- 


one woe after anothér pronounced against 
the guilty city. Hence the captivities; hence 
the laying waste of the sacred city itself; 
and hence the retribution that, sooner or 
later, follows all wrongdoing? The cup of the 
city’s iniquity was full to the brim in the time 
of our blessed Lord. He himself was full 
of the deepest and tenderest affection for the 
people who had so vilely transgressed. In 
spite of its formalism, its hypocrisy, its ope 
sin, it is recorded that “ when Jesus was 
come near he beheld the city and wept over 
it,”’ and deep breathing from his inmost heart 
came the most touching words of grief and 
sorrow, “‘ O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, thou that 
killest the prophets and stonest them that 
are sent unto thee, how often would I have 
gathered thy children together, even as a 
hen gathereth her chickens under her wings, 
and ye would not.” And so the day of retri- 
bution came, and, after a siege full of the 
most terrible sufferings, the city and the 
temple perished, “ not one stone being left 
upon another.’’ 

Then it was—then, when the holy temple 
had been defiled, and Jerusalem had been 
made a heap of stones—that John wrote the 
glorious vision of the text, “ And I John saw 
the holy city, new Jerusalem, coming down 
from God out of heaven, prepared as a bride 
adorned for her husband.”’ 

What does the vision mean? People teH 
us that it has altogether to do with the fu- 
ture—that Christians will have a grand time 
in the new Jerusalem. Sursum corda, lift 
up your hearts. In a little time all the sor- 
rows and the sins of earth will be over, and 
in the heavenly city bright and glorious 
things are in store for us all. And go in awe 
and rapture men in every age have lifted 
their faces heavenwards, longing for the first 
glimpse of that far off land. 

O my sweet home, Jerusalem; 
Would God I were in thee. 

When shall my labors have an end? 
Thy joye when shall I see? 

I think there is real danger here. “‘ Why 
stand ye gazing up into heaven?” was the 
question put to the sorrowing disciplesat the 
ascension of our Lord, and I think it is still 
put to all who gaze upward so much that 
they seem to have neither time nor inclina- 
tlon to do their duty on earth, leaving the 
world to go where and as it likes for anything 
they care. Read carefully, our text does not 
countenance such Inaction. The vision has 
to do with the present as well as the future. 
It is not a vision of earth being lifted up to 
heaven, but of heaven coming down upon 
earth—a holy city ** descending out of heaven 
from God."’ Have we not, I would like to ask, 
here a picture of what great Christian cities 
are by God intended to be? It has been said: 
“God made the country, and man made the 
town.’ It sounds specious enough, but sure- 
ly it is utterly untrue. Itis God himself that 


‘“‘maketh the solitary to dwell together in 


families.”’ These great cities of the world 
are of God’s appointment, and undef his lov- 
ing care and protection. Even heathen Nine- 
veh, that “ exceeding great city,”’ was, as 
the Hebrew literally means, “ great unto 
God.”’ He knew exactly how many thousands 
of inhabitants it had, and he called them ali 
by their names. He watched over the very 
cattle within their gates. Believe me, it is 
for you and me to try and make the great city 
in which we live “a city of God.”’

ING ALFONSO has just issued a de- 
cree bearing his signature of “ Yo el 
Rey "’ (I the king), providing for the 
observance of Sunday, which has cre- 
ated an immense sensation through- 


decree, published in the Official Gazette, for- 
bid under divers pains and penalties labor of 
every kind on the Sabbath, but even pro- 
hibits the publication and sale of newspapers 
on that day. 

All shops and stores must be closed. Bakers 
must have finished their work by 7 in the 
morning, and bull fights are not allowed, save 
in altogether exceptional cases. Restaurants, 
cafés, and wine rooms can only open on Sun- 
day after having obtained a special permis- 
sion from the local authorities, and theaters 
are subjected to a similar regulation, being 
moreover restricted to plays of a particular 
highly moral and semi-religious character. 

When it is remembered that until now Sun- 
day has received no other observance in 
Spain save that the bul! fights were usually 
held on that day, the revolutionary character 
of the decree will be appreciated, and it will 
be possible to comprehend the consternation 
which its promulgation has created through- 
out the length and breadth of the Iberian 
peninsula. 

While every one is aware of the existence 
of the Sunday rest laws in Hngland, which 
owe their origin to King Charles II. of merry 
and dissolute memory. I do not think there 
are many who know that there are still un- 
‘repealed statutes of the same nature in 
France, the majority of which the nation 
owes to the debauched King Francis I., who 
may be regarded as having been, as far as 
profiigacy is concerned, the Gallic counter- 
part of the British King Charles Il. He is- 
sued a series of ordinances rigorously closing 
markets and fairs on Sundays and even for- 
L@ding public dances on that day. 

> 

Although the French police strove through- 
out the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries 
to compel tradespeople to close their shops 
and to prevent the populace from partaking 
of their favorite amusements on the Sabbath, 
the old edicts and ordinances of the middle 
ages and of the renaissance gradually fell 
iato disuetude and at the revolution they 
were swept away altogether. 

Napoleon, both as consul and as emperor, 
was too sagacious to entertain any project 
of laws which would hinder the millions over 
whom he ruled from going to the play or 
from dancing at public balls, listening to 
open air music, or patronizing al fresco 
mimes, buffoons, tumblers, acrobats, and re- 
freshment stallkeepers on the Sabbath day. 
He knew that the more the millions amused 
themselves the less they would think or talk 
about politics, and politics was precisely the 
topic from which the first Napoleon was 
most desirous of diverting the minds of his 
subjects. 

On the return, however, of the Bourbons in 
1814, the aristocracy, who were in many 
respects more royalist than the restored king 
himself, combined with the clergy to re- 
establish the old Sabbatarian regulations. 
By a law of November, 1814, the exercise 
of all trades and industries was prohibited 
on Sundays. Shopkeepers were forbidden to 
take down their shutters, porters and stall- 
keepers were not allowed to carry goods in 
the streets or to set up their booths in pub- 
lic places, and severe restrictions were laid 
on wagoners and carters who transported 
merchandise on the Sabbath. Labor was 
tabooed both in factories and in the fields, 
and in 1822 two day laborers were prose- 
cuted, convicted, and sent to prison at Cha- 
teau Thierry for having been found at work 
in their master’s vineyard om Sunday. 

After the revolution of 1830, however, the 
laws fell into disuse, and, although they have 
been a dead letter ever since, yet. being un- 
repealed, they are still in existence and con- 
sequently available for use, all the princi- 
pal race meetings in France invariably tak- 
ing place Sunday afternoons, thanks to which 
King Edward, although he has often been 
in France at the time of the Grand Prix, has 
never been able to put in an appearance at 
that classic race. 

In Germany Emperor William and his con- 
sort have succeeded in bringing about a 
more general observance of the elaborate 
laws for the observance of Sundey than 
was accorded to them by the people prior to 
the present reign.

giaddens and warms the soul. There is not 
a line or a situation in “ Cousin Kate” which 
is suggestive or ugly—all is healthy, clean, 
and pure. The people are men and women 
of every day life, but, like the best men and 
women of every day life, are true minded 
and good principled. The problem drama 
doubtless has its place, and the patron of 
the stage would not wish that all the plays 
offered should be of the “Cousin Kate” 
type, but it is a satisfaction and a relief 
nevertheless to meet occasionally a piece so 
simple, so clean, and so sweet. It sends us 
out of the theater brightened, rested, and 
benefited. It makes for moral betterment, 
too, for without having preached to us or 
argued with us it has given usa glimpse of 

men and women living good, happy 
lives, and to have watched such is to have 
had faith in human nature strengthened. 
And this ig to have increased oyr individual 
. strength and upbuilded our moral well being.

A Nightin Venice 


The “ Galeggiante” is &4 Venetian musical 
festival of unique character and compara- 
tively rare occurrence, having been held only 
three times during the presentsummer. The 
writer was fortunate enough during a visit 
to Venice last month to atténd the final one. 
The following description was prepared at 
that time, but owing to some fault in the 
mails was delayed in transmission: 


Last night I enjoyed here In Venice an 
out of door entertainment which was unique, 
The evenings spent listening to concerts 
in gardens in Antwerp, Brussels, Co- 
logne, Berlin, Dresden, and Vienna varied 
only as the characteristics of the Belgians, 
the Germans, and the Austrians vary. Ber- 
lin now rejoices in a garden accommodating 
over 20,000 people and sald to be the largest 
place of the kind in the world, but it ts less 
attractive just becauge of its huge propor- 
tlons than are innumerable smaller 
At Cortina, a little out of the world Italian 
village where a stop was made for the night, 
it was a bit surprising to the American to 
find as first number on the concert program 
played there that evening the “ Washington 
Post” march of our own peerless Sousa. The 
little Italian band played with more of tem- 
warmth than technical accuracy, 
t we all applauded vigorously just for the 
sake of patriotism and John Philip. 


But the unusual was not encountered until 
Venice was reached. “ Enter Venice for the 
first time at night” Is the advice tendered 
by every experienced visitor to Italy. Im the 
present instance advice had been so carefully 
followed that it was midninght when Venice 
was seen “rising from the sea.”’ But the 
landlady scarcely gave us time to reach our 


| Tooms before she began to dilate on our good 


fortune in reaching Venice on that particular 
night. “Tomorrow evening is the Galieg- 
giante,” she assured us. Not one of us had 
the slightest idea whether a “ Galleggiante” 
was a thing to see, to wear, or toeat. We 
all looked grateful, however, said “ Indeed "’ 
with a tonal inflection that might mean 
everything or nothing, and waited. The Ital- 
ian enthusiasm was too intense, however, to 
be cooled by any such dubious exclamations 
of ecstasy, and we were informed that the 
“ Galleggiante ” is “ la serenata in Canalaz- 
zo,”” and that “it is given only three times 
each year.” We were still none too wise, 
but concluded we would need the godolier, 
whom the landlady assured us should be en- 
gaged at once. She offered to do the bargain- 
ing for us, we agreed to pay any price she 
fixed upon, and so retired. Next morning at 
breakfast she told us Giuseppe; a gondolier 
“ buonissimo”’ would call for us that even- 
ing at 7:45. 


At the hour named the most excellent Giu- 
seppe was at the door, and just as dusk deep- 
ened into the dark of a starlit Italian night 
we swayed silently out from under the little 
arched bridge and began our journey down 
the Grand canal to meet the “ Galleggiante.” 
Giuseppe proved “ buonissimo’’ before the 
evening was aten end. He could handle a 
gondola as neatly and exactly as he could 
ptoilingly and persuasively plead.for an in- 
crease In the price agreed upon. And that 
means he was without a peer. To try to 
describe the Grand canal of Venice is need- 
less. It is by night one of the most romantic 
spots in the world; by day one of the saddest, 
By night only the poetry, the charm, and the 
mystery of Venice the Splendid are felt; by 
day all the faded, ragged, neglected, glory of 
Venice the Tottering is beheld. 

Giuseppe rowed with full, strong, steady 
sweep and our course down the Grand canal 
was swift, yet soothing in the rhythmic, lazg- 
ily luxurious roll of the black barque that 
bore us. The canal seemed fairly alive with 
gondolas before we reached the neighbor- 
hood of the Museo, and we soon were in a 
crowd that suggested nothing else so strong- 
ly as a blockades in a London street 
All Giuseppe’s skill was needed to bringgus 
forward in such @ gondola crush.

ACKSON decided to build a house in 
Austin about a year ago. Before he 
-got-to the sticking point, he had lived

“It is not as hard to find good material 
in the office boy today as some of the pes- 
simists of the older generation might be 
led to think. Ordinarily the boys of the 
present are bright enotigh; the trouble is to 
get the kind of boy who is constituted for 
earnestness and application. There are three 
virtues in the office boy which appeal to me, 
and two of these may be in inverted order 
to some who would consider them. These 
virtues, in the order of their necessity, seermyy 
to me to be: (1) Integrity; (2) application; 


Application Better than Ability. 

“Integrity is essential, and in the first 
place among the virtues of the office boy. 
Without it he has‘no future. But as be- 
tween ability and application, ability takes 
a second place. The one chief requirement 
of the office boy is that he shall learn; to learn 
requires not so much ability as it requires 
application. One boy with half the ability 
of another and with double the application 
may succeed where the other one fails. 

* It costs effortson the part of the members 
of a firm to train an office boy, but when he 
is trained he is worth something to the house. 
Before the’ office boy of today becomes all 
that he can be to a house, he has to be trained. 
More things are exacted of him than used 
to be. He can get out of the position of office 
boy in the average establishment just as 
soon as he is equipped for the next move, and 
because of this fact he cannot learn too fast. 

“Look out there,” pointing through the 
glass front of his private office. “ There isa 


.Man who began here as an office boy years 


ago. He is one of the directors in the com- 
pany now. You may be sure that he did not 
lay down his work on the stroke of 5 o'clock 
or that he was not seeking some short cut 
to success. He and men of his type who are

knowledged im the beginning that there was 
no royal road to wealth and position. There 
is no such road today, however a certain 
type of young men may seek it. The young 
man who becomes a success must take to the 
middle of the road leading to industry and 
common sense application; ‘this only leads 
to ultimate success. —

Strain Greater than Ever. 

“There have been changes in the business 
world, not only in the volume of business 
but in the methods of business. Whatever 
System and the evolution of the times have 
done, they have not eased the strain of busi- 
ness life. It has grown more exacting, and, 
while some of the old tasks of the office boy 
in the wholesale house have changed, his 
work is not easier in consequence; he can do 
more for his house today than he ever could: 
he can step as @asily from office boy to gen- 
eral utility man and as easily from general 
utility place to the head of a department as 
he ever could have done. 

“ Go into some of the big wholesale houses 
in Chicago and you see perhaps a dozen re- 
sponsible heads of the business who have 
come up from the position of office boy. 
There is Rollin A. Keyes and Walter Chand- 
ler of Franklin. MacVeagh & Co., Frank 
H. Madden of Reid, Murdoch & Co., Harry 
Bonney of Sprague, Warner & Co., H. B. 
Steele, president of Steele, Wedeles com- 
pany; R. J. Raulston, with McNeil & Hig- 
gins company; Adam Kaspar, vice presi- 
dent of Durand & Kaspar company: and 
Otto C, Mattern, here in our own house. 
Mattern came here as an office boy, 
and he was a good one. When the house 
couldn't afford to keep him as office boy any 
longer he moved up to the next place in a 
manner that made it impossible for the house 
to lose him. He is one of the directors now.

Chance in Politics. 


By George Barton. 


WN spite of the tremendous growth of the 
large cities, the rural districts and small 
towns continue to sway public sentiment 
in the United States to an astonishing de- 
gree. Moreover, since the foundation of 


the government until the present day, the 
country has had a predominating influence on 
the administration of the affairs of the nation 


and in the framing and the exposition of its 
laws. This fact, at a time when the political 
degeneracy of the populous cities is being 


held up to public view as a menace to the safe- 


ty of the republic, is of vital importance. 
The reason for this strong-influence Is not 
difficult to find. The people in the country 
continue to take an active interest In politics. 
The day of the primaries, of conventions, and 
of the general election is one of deep im- 


‘portance, and, in spite of the physical diffi- 


culties that frequently have to be overcome, 
the percentage of votes cast at a country 
election is larger in proportion to the popula- 


‘tion than the ballots cast in the cities ona 
similar occasion. 


The country store, so often 
held“up to’ mtstaken ridicule, is the forum 


wherein many of the gravest problems of the*. 


day are discussed and settled. 
Has Time to Think. 

One way of accounting for the activity of 
the rural voter and the Indifference of the 
city resident is in the leisure that is enjoyed 
to a large degree in the country, because, 
while the farmer works incessantly during 
the summer, he has long intervals of com- 
parative idleness during the winter months. 
Another cause is the more sane and naturdl 
life which the farmer and the dweller in the 
small towns is permitted to lead. In this con- 
nection the benefits of fresh air and physical 
exercise are indisputable, and the old adage 
that early retiring and early rising brings 
health, wealth, and wisdom cannot be gain-' 
said. None will admit this more readily than 
the city man who must hustle to keep up w'th 
the procession, and whose strenuous life only 
too often disinclines, ‘if it does not unfit, him 
to give his proper share of thought and effort 
to politics and the science of government. 

The country boy’s chances for a successful 
political career are better than a city boy’s 
because the farm. bred ‘lad believes 
In his mind the great questions and 
the great men of politics have a dignity,'an 
imoprtance, a value which they have’ not 
Looking from 
afar upon the large «political topics of the 
cay and the men who champion them in con- 
gress and the legislature, the country boy 
sees only the momentous problem, hears only 


‘the voice of statesmanship. He gives h'm- 


self to’an understanding of what seems-a 
patriotic issue; he looks upon his favorite 
senator, congressman, And legislator. as 
heroes, deathless crusaders in a noble cause. 
* 
Believes in Politics. . 

With the country boy politics is a faith 
almost devotional; with him its famous ex- 
ponents are true statesmen. His- views are 
not soured by cynicism. His outlook is not, 
confused or hindered by the machinery-of 
politics; he is not confronted with the mean- 
ness, the trickery,-the time serving, the sel-' 
fishness; the colossal obMquity of. sorkhe.of 
those foremost political hucksters:- whom he 
looks upon as “ great statesmen.” To him’ 


‘they are remote and'shining eidolons. 


Their “‘ schemes ” even are glamoured with 
the faith which calls them “ principles.” 
The country boy is the optimist of politics, 
and he succeeds because he believes In it, 
He brings to such a career the best that Is 
in him-—honesty, enthusiasm, high minded- 
ness, hero worship, an insatiate ambition to 
become one of that galaxy of great and glori- 
ous characters who are to him the sum and 
crown of wisdém and nobility. How long 
he may cling to these ideals may depend 
upon his own character and experiences, but 
while he has them they help him. 

It is interesting to note that no less than 


six of the nine present justices of the Su- 
preme court of the United States were born 
either in country districts or small towns. 
and that six of the present nine mémbers of 


' the cabinet of the president of the United 


States also saw the light of day for the first 
time in the country. It was so in the past. 
Most of the’statesmen who have made 
America illustrious in the pages of history 
were barefooted farmer boys who had to 
struggle against early poverty and who 
gained their positions in life by persistence 
and incessant toil.

Great Statesmen from Country. 

Henry Clay came from the town of Ash- 
land in Kentucy, while his distinguished con- 
temporary, Daniel Webster, hailed from the 
village of Salisbury, N. H. Hannibal Ham- 
lin, a vice president of the United States, and 
one Of the most notable products of the Pine 
Tree state, came from Hampden, Me. 
Thaddeus Stevens, the founder of the public 
echool system, was a resident of Lancaster, 
Pa., at a time when that flourishing city was’ 
little more than a country village. Roscoe 
Conkling came from Utica, N. Y., although 
he was generally classed in the public mind 
as a resident of the metropolis, Thomas B. 
Reed lived in Portland, Me., which, although 
a city of importance, can scarcely be placed 
in the same grade with those munitipalities 
which have been so unmercifully criticised in 
recent. years. President James A.°Garfield 
came from Mentor, O., and Rutherford B. 
Hayes’ from Fremont in the same state, 
while James G. Blaine, born in a.remote vil- 
lage in. the interior of Pennsylvania, finally, 
settled in.the staid city of Augusta, Me... 

So itisat the present day. President Roose-., 
Velt is in fact a native and a resident of New. 
York City, although to all ‘intents and pur- 
poses he hails from the modest and unpoetic 
town ofOyster Bay. Judge Parker, his rival 
for the presidency on the democratic ticket, 
comes from the interior of New York state, 
and is a practical farmer. The late Matthew: 
Stanley Quay hailed from ‘the village of 
Beaver, a quaint little spot overlooking the 
Ohio river. It is not generally known, but 
it is a fact, nevertheless, that Quay’s political 


' prestige in the Keystone state came to him 


chiefly from his great strength In‘ the agri- 
cultural districts. -He ‘had several flerce 
struggles to’ maintain political suprem- 
acy, and on two occasions at least he was vic- 
torious ‘against the two large cities of the 
commonwealth by reason-of the support 
which he received from the country districts. 
’ United States Senator John T. Morgan and 
his colleague, Edmund W. Pettus, both come 
from the little town of Selma, Ala. The two 
United States senators from California come 
from smaller towns in that state,.one from 
Oakland and the othef¥ from Hueneme. Sen- 
ator TeHer of Colorado has. his. residence in 
Central City, while Senator O. H. Platt, one 
ef the most forceful members of the upper 
body of congress, is from Meridian, Conn. 
1. H. Ball, the recently elected United States 
senator from Delaware, comes from Faulk- 
land, which it would be doubtless difficult to 
find on the map. :

‘Small Towns Produce Senators, 
_So it is with many other prominent mem- 
bers .of the United States senate. Fred T, 
Du Bois is from Blackfoot, Idaho; W. B. 
Hepburn from Wallace, Idaho: A. J. Hop- 
kins, Aurora, Ill; Jonathan P. Dolliver, 
Fort Dodge, Ia.; J. C. Blackburn, ,Vers 
sailles,. Ky.; Eugene Hale, Elisworth, Me.;

So great, however, 
is the strength that comes to a statesman 
who hails from the country that both of 
these distinguished publicists have main- 
tained the fiction of a residence in the in- 
terior. 
Six Country Men in Cabinet. 

A place in the president's cabinet is regard- 
ed asa reward of unusual talent that comes 
after years of earnest endeavor in the strug- 
gle which is usually associated with city life. 
Yet six of the nine members among, President 
Roosevelt's official advisers are country born. 
John Hay, the distinguished’ secretary of 
state, who had the rare good fortune to be

was bern im the Mttle fown of Selma, Ind. 
* Leslie M. Shaw, the secretary of the treas- 
ury, hailed as a product of the great west, 
came from ‘Morristown, a modest little vil-

“War Taft and his predecessor, Elihu Root, 
were both country boys, the latter being born 


"in Clinton,: Oneida county, N. Y.“ Philander 
. Cc, Knox, attorney general and United States 


senator-elect from Pennsylvania,.was born 
in Brownsville,: Pa.,.a Quiet; village. where 
James G. Blaine spent his earliest and hap- 
piest days. Henry C. Payne, postmaster gen- 
eral, was born in Ashfield, Franklin county, 
Mass., wilile William Henry Moody, the sec- 
retary of the navy, is a native of Newberry, 
Mass... 

The only. two pronounced city men are 
Ethan Allen Hitchcock, the secretary of the 
interior,.who was born. in.Mobile, Ala., and 
George B. Cortelyou, secretary of commerce, 
who first saw the light of day in New York 
City... James ‘Wilson, . secretary of agricul- 


ture, is the only man of foreign birth in the 


eabinet, being a native of Ayrshire, Scotland. 


City Men “Go Back.” 

‘ Statisties: during the last ten years show a 
phenomenal growth of the large cities in the 
United States. There was a time in the life 
ef many persons now living. when acity with 
a population of 1,000,000 souls was regarced 
as something remarkable and unusual. Now 
such cities are regarded as commonplace, and 
one or two of our larger municipalities are 
growing at a rate which will soon put them 
in the same class. with overcrowded London, 
Indeed, it is not difficult to lmagine the time 
when ' we can boast of cities that have.the 
largest population in the world. 

Violent: movements, however, are: always 
fcllowed by strong reactions and the ten- 
dency.among the saner and more enlightened 
residents-of the big cities in this day and 
generation is to go to the suburbs, or to get as 
near.to the soil and to nature as their cir- 
cumstances and conditions wilt permit. 

Whether this movement back to first prin- 
ciples , will increase. the number of agricul- 
turalists is a, question that cannot be deter- 
mined at this time. Probably it will not; but 
it is quite possible that the day may come 

hen the tendency to congregate in the great 
cities will not be as tempting as it is at the 
present time. The extension of the trolley 
car system, the improvement in telephone 
service, and the Introduction of free rural 
mali delivery have gone a great way towards 
wiping out the inconveniences that formerly 
attached to a residence in the country. In any 
event, the youth of the land who make a 
study of our history and our progress will 
net fail to be attracted and interested by the 
singular connection of the soil and states- 


pianship. 


Why the Business Man. 


Should Exercise Daily.~ 


J. S. Ford. 


Assistant Physical Director, Central Y. M. C. A; 


ITHIN a radius of a mile of the Cen- 
tral Young Men's Christian asso- 
ciation in Chicago are over 10,000 
business men who would be vastly 
improved in health andcapacity for 
business life by a steady course of training 
in its gymnasium. Yet the business men’s 
classes at 12:15 and 5 o'clock in the afternoon 
show a total of only 325 business men, with 
an average class attendance of forty-five. 
The business man of today does not realize 
the conditions of his everyday life and how 
much they have altered since he first went 
into the whirl of business life at the Chicago 
tension. With his head he is doing the work 
perhaps of four men, but his body has not 
the exercise necessary to keep one man in 
condition. Likely enough he lives in apart- 
ments, or if he lives in a city house it offers 
scarcely more opportunity for outdoor life. 
He rides to his work. He rides from the 
ground floor of the office building to the fleor 
level of his office. At his desk the telephone 
does the walking of miles upon miles that 
once would have been necessary for some one. 
He does not even write, but dictates to a ste- 
nographer. He is wearing out his brains and 
nervous energy while his body is rusting. 


Requires Sound Body. 

Yet the old Greek idea of a sound mind in 
a sound body holds as good today as ever it 
did, The sound mind cannot exist long in 
an unsound body, and the one first necessity 
for a sound body is exercise. Dieting, rest, 
sleep, and the observance of sanitation will 
do much for many men, but exercise is essen- 
tial to them all. 

The opening paragraph in this article may 
be taken to indicate that a campaign of edu- 
cation among business men in Chicago is 
needed on this one subject of exercise. If 
10,000 men are suffering from the lack of ex- 
ercise, perhaps 250,000 are needing it In more 
or less degree. But how to take this exercise 
at a time not to interfere with business, and 
atthe same time to get the maximum of bene- 
fit from it becomes an interesting proposition. 

There are business men who suddenly 
awake, to their need of exercise who have 
allowed themselves to go too far to avail 
themselves of the necessity. The first thing 
exacted of the applicant in this class is that 
he submit to a heart and lung test. If he 
has an organic defect of the heart he cannot 
enter the class. If his lungs are doubtful he 
may comé in, for they can be helped and put 
in good condition. The man with the bad 
heart, however, is too great a risk. In the 
course of a year over 2 per cent of the appli- 
cants for gymnasium work are turned away 
because of vital weakness, but when a man 
is accepted as fit for the course, dieting be- 
comes one of the first considerations. What 
does he eat, how often, where, and how, and 
why? 
in these things. The things that one man 
may eat with impunity might kill another. 
From questioning we try to get a man’s 
measure. 


Drink Too Little Water. 

One of our beliefs here is that most people 
eat too much food and drink too Tittle water, 
Where a man comes to us seeking to reduce 
his weight we ask at once that he cut out 
the midday luncheon. This is a double hard- 
ship to the man who may have taken pleasure 
from it for years. Not only does he miss 
the pleasurable sensations of eating, but 
going back to his work in the afternoon he 
may suffer from headaches and even nausea 
for a short time before his stomach gets ac- 
customed to the new régime and a drink of 
water or some fruit will give him relief. Yet 
we have many business men here who bave 
left off the midday meal and who would not 
go back to the custom under any circum- 
stances. 

As a rule, however, the man who would 
like to reduce bis weight is a hard proposition 
for us. Ordinarily he is close to 40 years 
old before his flesh becomes troublesome. 
At that age he has grown more or less 
methodical in his habits and with his growth 
of fat, his myscles ordinarily weaken and 
are indisposed for exercise. His own will 
frequently is not enough to prompt him to 
keep to the dieting and the hard work of 
the class, and he drops out after a few weeks 
or a few months. 

Yet some of the best men I ever knew 
at the work were fat men, I have in mind 
a lawyer several years ago who came in 
weighing just 218 pounds. He went into the 
work with enthusiasm and he worked at it 
conscientiously for a full year. One morn- 
ing he stepped on the scales and called to me 
to see. He weighed just 218 pounds to an 
ounce! But what a different man from the 
flabby person who had come in a year 
fore. Muscles had replaced the incubus of 
fat and as a man he was feeling in health 
such as he had not known in twenty years. 


Each man will be a law unto himself . 


About the same time that the lawyer came@ 
in we had another apgiicant who tipped the 
scales at 250 pounds. He was not promisings 
but he staid with us and at the end of the 
year had reduced his weight to 198 pounds 
And he is keeping it there, year after yearg 
by systematically applying himself to 
work of the gymnasium. Not .only is 
freed of an incubus of unbecoming. fat, b 
he is in better health than he ever was, 
is clearer headed, sleeps better, and in 
eral feels good. 

This is the philosophy of the Young Men’ 
Christian association gymnasium. It 
never advocated the piling up of big muscles; 
as the thing to be sought. It has tanght: 
exercise as the thing necessary to neatly 
and when a man has taken the exercise they 
is needful to keep him in the best of condition, 
we consider that he has enough. Ordinarily 
the business man in the gymnasium spends 
half an hour there, He may go when he 
likes, however. When he has left the gyms 
nasium he goes downstairs for his bat ; 
dresses, and may be in the street within . 
minutes of his coming in. ‘ 

Men in our business men’s classes are baw 
tween the ages of 25 find 45, for the 
part, though one of our most enthusiastic: 
men is sixty-five years old. Coming to ug; 
for the benefits of exercise, we find that the: 
business man is not the easiest of patrous te: 
manage. Naturally he has ideas of his own, ; 
In most cases he has the entirely erroneous 
idea that we are to try to put him through: 
a thorough course of physical medicine, over 
which he is expected to make a wry face, 
Just the reverse is true. One of our greatest: 
difficulties is to have him understand thal) 
we want him to find pleasure in his exercises) 
that the element of play must be put into ity 
Some of our members never knew what play” 
was when they were boys, and it is hard t@ 
teach them now. The course will do lttig) 
good, however, to the man who makes work 
of it and nothing else. He must develop: 
interest. 


Beginner Liable to Overdo., 

Again there are men who go in too strong} 
on the play idea, who take up a game thag@) - 
gives them the sport but not the exercises) 
Ordinarily for a man with soft muscles whe 
comes here at 40 years old or more, five oF 
six minutes at the lightest calisthenics is Big} 
first work. He is disappointed frequentiy 
If he is a hard headed business man heinsi= 
upon more and suffers for it, -‘Sometimes 
such a man will continue for the full 
hour and the next morning will be so sore 
every muscle as hardly to be able to get ou 
of bed. Not infrequently these men néeveHj 
come back. Without regard to advice th 
have gone“ahead and the result is that 
that second morning they feel worse 
they ever felt before. 

The hardest type of man to deal withis 
fat man who is nervous. It is not only oe 
he is a hard type of the nervous man, persone} 
ally, but is hard-to fit his exercises to ig) 
needs. With a lean man who is nervots W 


may go slow in exercise and build him 


with the fleshy man who is nervous he m 
work enough to sweat and tear down, and 
not tear down too fast.

How Mechanical Ingenuity Has Worked Revolution in Farming. 


HBSE are the days of big things because 
Wwe are getting down to business more 
and more.

®ven to keep one.

_. Success Rests With Man. 

Under this heading is not to be placed the 
Bmall land owner, for he may get as much 
Het value out of 530 or 100 acres by economical 
@sricuiture as his neighbor who pays taxes 
On double the area, but who has not appre- 
elated the profit which comes from progress. 
‘The same rule applies to the farmer as to 
the merchant, the manufacturer, even the 
Dbanker—it rests with the man himself to 
apply judgement and method, As already 
stated. in making a business out of agri- 
culture, or plowing and sowing haphazard, 
trusting to nature to repay him with the 
harvest. 

But nature helps those who help them- 


-geives by taking advantage of mechanical 


fifvention and applying processes which ex- 
perience or possibly the farm college has 


taught them. The best proof of this fact is 


what appears to be the wonderful results 
which have attended agriculture on a large 
gcnle in the great grain belt beyond the 
Mississippi. as well as in the central west. 
Here the corn or wheat field may be calcu- 
fated by the square mile—not the~acre. 
Instead of the one horse you hear of four, 
six, even a dozen hauling. the apparatus. 
‘The bushels of grain are reckoned in 50,000 
lots, And one man may ownatownship. Yes, 
they are one man farms, not one horse farms, 
with this difference—the man may not 


eput his hand to the plow or toss a bundle of 


Hay from one year’s end to the other. He 
‘eens with his head—not with his body. He 
Mevotes his ability and experience to getting 
“he best results out of the men he employs 
and the machinery he owns, and wherever it 
is a question whether the man or the machine 
will do the most he takes the machine every 
time. 
* 
$50,000 One Year's Profit. 

Twenty-five years ago the man ambitious 
enough to attempt to cultivate 1,000 acres 
would probably have been thought idiotic, 
Hut such has been our agricultural progress 
‘hat today one can find farms in the west 
fanging as high as 10,000 acres. In a single 
‘year the owner of one containing 6,000 acres 
‘mn Iowa has placed in the bank $50,000—the 
profits of that period after taking out all ex- 
menses. In other words, every acre of the 
farm netted him over $8, counting in 400 
acres of woodland, roads, and sell on which 
nothing productive was cultivated. It may 
be needless to say that this farmer kept an 
arcount, and a minute account. of every item 
ef income and outlay. An analysis of this 
abcount is of interest. for it explains in part 
how he «ucceeded where others would have 
falied. 

The farm in question is called a “corn 
farm.” This title is misleading. In addition 
to corn, fo less than 1,000 acres are planted 
tn Wheat each year, and about 600 acres tn 
eats, Corn is relied upon for the princips' 
money return—the cash crop—but ff all the 
svailable soil were devoted to it annually far 
more fertilizer would me required than if 
S.nother ckreal were occasionally planted, so 
suc- 
eessive harvests of corn from a field, then 
“entting it in wheat or oats, and following 
this harvest with three more of corn. The 
land is valued at $30 an acre, representing 
an investment in the of $180,000. The im- 
provements, which include houses, barns, 
and buildings of all kinds, fences, sewerage, 
machinery, and live stock, swell the total to 
$258,500. If the farmer had this capital 
Piaced where it paid him 5 per cent interest 
his income from it would be about $13,000—at 
6 per cent a little over $15,000. 

‘Here is the problem for him to solve: Can 


make his soil yield in quantity 


barns, 


and quality to pay him $15,000 annually after 
meeting all expenses? If so, his money is a 
6 per centinvestment. As already stated, he 
has cleared as high as $50,000 in one year, 
and in a périod of ten years his profits have 
never been less than $19,000 at each Fear’ s 
end. The expense account would stagger 
many a man who calculates on 100 or 500 
acres. 

It would buy what would be considered a 
good sized farm in some parts of the United 
States, for it amounts to $25,000 a year—but 
it includes everything, even the depreciation 
in value each year of buildings and machi- 
nery, which the owner estimates at 10 per 
cent. Therefore every harvest must yield 
him at least $44,000 in order to make the 
smallest profit recorded, but, as already inti- 
mated, this kind of farmer estimates by the 


50,000 and 100,000 bushels, as he calculates: 


his outlay in tens of thousands of dollars. 
Here is what was put into his granaries in 
one season: 215,000 bushels of corn, 20,500 
bushels of wheat, 28,000 bushels of oats. 
He sold the corn for $64,500, the wheat for 
$10,000, and by feeding the oats to his ani- 


mals reduced his year’s feed bill to $200. 


The expert corn grower who reads this arti- 
cle will doubtless be surprised at the harvest 
to the acre—over fifty bushels—but this 
farmer, who makes it his business, does not 
waste an acre of cultivated soil, and, after 
it is plowed, gives one part the same atten- 
tion and care he gives to all—through his 
machinery and the men behind it. In the 
preparation of the ground the gang plows 
comes into play, each drawn by six sturdy 
horses. If the soil is heavy even the seeders 
are drawn by “four horses, never less than 
two. } 

You do not see the “‘ man with the hoe” 
walking over a field and wasting a half dozen 
kernels where he plants one; then another 
man following him to bury the seed in the 
earth. These machines drop just three 
grains in every space allotted for a hill be- 
cause they can be adjusted to it, and cover the 
grain automatically. In planting time you 
can count thirty of them in operation, so 
the thousands of acres are seeded as quickly, 
if not more quickly, than a hundred.

How It Is Cultivated. 

To harrow the surface the farmer starts out 
a hundred harrows in a morning. If they 
were placed side by side they would cover a 
Strip 400 feet’ in width as they move along. 
He keeps the weeds from choking the young 
corn with seventy-five cultivators, each 
drawn by two horses. The “ man with the 
hoe” exists only in poetry on this place. 
Time and space are too precious for him. 
When the crop is gathered seventy-five four 
horse wagons haul the piles of ears to the 
placed here and there at convenient 
points, to save time. 


Throughout it all thé idea is to keep every 


man, every animal, and every machine doing 
what can be done to the best advantage—each 
forming a part of a system of which the far- 
mer is the director. Consequently the same 


' theroughness is noted in one part as in an- 


other, and the farm is as carefully divided 
into departments as an up to date factory or 
store, each one knowing what he has td do, 
and how and when to do it. 

It is not strange that this man may 
** make * his corn for 10 cents a bushel wher= 
it costs his neighbor, who does not believe in 
“new fangled’’ methods, nearly twice this 
amount. When a farm can be conducted usa 
business, and the cost of plowing, planting, 
cultivating, and every other expense surr up 
less than $5 for every acre, while the corn 
from every acre sells for two or three times 
this amount, the business of agriculture is 
worth thinking over. . 

Ingenuity in Invention. 

Ingenuity has been displayed in‘ few in- 
ventions more notable than those which con- 

cern the soil and its products. The inventor 


has. so.reduced actual~human labor in field 
and garden, that a ‘man can perform about - 


every. operation required. by merely the turn 
of a, wheel here. and. the pull of a lever ther® 
with one hand, while he guides his horses 
with che other. He can .actually plow, cul- 
tivate, and seed 100 acres without walking 
a step, and with his two.or four horses and 
machine will accomplish as much as a dozen 
or a score of men with hand tools. 

Even when the corn is ready for cutting, 
no longer is it necessary to swing the sickle 
blade and get the backache gathering and 
binding the staiks. One reason why the 
western corn “patch” may extend a mile 
<r more in length is because it can be cut 
and grasped by fingers of, steel and bound 
like a bundle of wheat without a touch of 


the hand. The corn binder and shocker

moves along as rapidly as the horses draw- 
ing it can walk, cutting every stalk of the 
hill close to the roots. Held in the shock 
former the stalks are wrapped into a com- 


pact bundle ready to be carried to the barn ° 


or stacked amid the hills. 
‘ 
“Husking Bee” Is No More, 


When it is time to separate the ears from 
the husk the farmer does not call in his neigh- 
bors. One of the hands pitches the stalks 
and ears into a machine that strips every 
piece of covering from the ears and piles them 
into the wagon or on the ground. Then it 
takes the husks and blows them through a 
pipe into the barn loft, to be stored for fodder. 
Here again a steam engine having the power 
of two or three horses will do as much ina 
day as forty or more human huskers, and the 
only wages are water, oil, and fuel. 

The “ husking bee ” has gone like the man 
with the hoe, and even the haymaker is rap- 
idly becoming a memory. We are al! familiar 
with the horse rake, which gathers the hay 
Anto long swaths. At last apparatus has been. 
designed that gathers up the swath as it 
moves along, raises it to the top of a wagon, 
where the man with the pitchfork adjusts the 
load. As the vehicle moves forward. it is 
filled by this hay elevator attached to its 
rear and the hay adjusted, ready to be hauled 
to the market without another touch. 

The grain field at harvest time presents an 
animated scene, especially when the wheat 
is thrashed on the spot where it is grown. 
The old time thrasher with its horses in the 
treadmill was considered little short of mar- 
velous, but it was long since discarded for 


the one driven by the traction engine which 
hauled it from place to place, and now the 
visitor to a California wheat fleld can see 
the climax of the agricultural’ engineer’s 
effort—a mechanical giant, which, as it 
passes through the mass of waving stalks, 
cuts them, separates the kernels from the 
sheaf, and binds the straw. 

Actually the only manual labor performed 
with the wheat itself is to remove the bags 
of grain as fast as the machine fills them, 
and to load the straw bundles on the wagon 
to be hauled away, yet cutting, raking, bind- 
ing, and thrashing are continually being 
done from the time the man at the lever 
starts his motor until he stops it. In fact, 
steam power is utilized in Pacific coast farm- 
ing more extensively than elsewhere the 
world. 


Farm With Traction Engines. 

Tractors representing the power of fifty 
horses are substituted for animalsin plowing 
a field, making a series of furrows twenty 
feet wide and dragging from twelveto twenty 
plows after them. When the earth is ready 
for harrowing, they are attached to harrows 
fifty feet wide specially built for them. The 
steam harvester is in common use. With it 
150 acres of grain can be cut, thrashed, and 
sacked in twelve hours, for it mows a swath 
twenty-two feet wide. The.tractor draws its 
plows over fifty to sixty acres in a day, ac- 
cording to the character of the soil. 

When one stops to consider what these 
figures mean he can get some conception of 
how machinery is aiding in the revolution we 
have referred to. The invention of it has 
been stimulated by the demand for labor and 
time saving appliances, but this demand has 
originatel from the desire of the agricultur- 
ist to apply methodical ideas, as in other 


channels of human activity. As he .has 


_ studied his vocation he has realized the great 


opportunities of which he can take advan- 
tage if he has adequate facilities. 


Auto Farmer a Reality. 

If a man believes he can make $1,000 or 
$5,000 more by adding to his acreage he is 
strongly tempted to make the addition es- 
pecially when modern methods will give him 
the desired results without overwork. This 
is the secret of the expansion of many of the 
western farms to their present size. Not 
all their owners have succeeded, but many 
have done so, and the stories of the rural 
capitalists who direct operatiqns from their 
automobiles and drive over their places be- 
hind teams of thoroughbreds have more 
than a grain of truth in them, as the camera 
proves. But they are of the class who use 
their heads more than their hands, bearing 
the same relation to their property that the 
president of a cotton mill or of a foundry 
does to his industry. 

Undoubtedly the advantage of putting 
brains into farming has been greatly de- 
veloped by the work of the agricultural col- 
leges of this country. Their graduates have 
shown beyond question that the scientific 
cultivator is no longer to be ridiculed as an 
impractical theorist. The thousands of 
young men and young women as well who 
have had the benefit of study at these insti- 
tutions have perhaps done more in furthering 
American agricultural progress than any 
other medium, because edication has caused 
them to appreciate that true economy Hes in 
applying modern and systematic ideas in 
caring for tree, shrub, and shoot. 
asserted without fear of contradiction that 
they are numbered among the most prosper- 
ous of rural citizens, for they have made their 
calling mot only an industry but a business. 


How One Man on a $10 Weekly 


HEN I was married; ten years ago, 


I had only a salary of $10 a week, 


but I had considered the'step seri- 

ously’ and had mapped’out a plan 

for saving a smal! portion of my 
income. I made a bargain with my wife to 
give her every one cent piece I received in 
change. 
iron bank, and, at the end of the first year, 
we had saved up just $32. This gave me the 
capital I needed to put my next plan into 
execution. 


My plan was nothing less than the start- 


ing of a grocery store. Nota store like the 
little corner grocery, or a push cart store 
on wheels. I wanted only one customer and 
would refuse positively to sell to any other. 
With the $82 my wife had saved I went into 
the wholesale district and stocked my store. 
By giving the wholesaler the impression that 
I was a dealer I managed to have sent home 
the following list of articles as a starter: 


12 cans baking powder, 1 pound cans........ 2.00 
24 cans tomatoes’ ....... 145 
24 cane peas ......... BAD 
12 cane baked beans ee eee 
12 boxes smoked herring 1.900 
20 pounds lard: . eT eee eee 2.00 
36 packages rolled oats LAR RS OF . 2.20 
2 packages macaroni, A260 
1 cheese, 10 pounds 
1 box crackers, 26 pounds................. 99 


Gets Profits en Groceries. 
With the $1.66 remaining I bought a second 
hand pair of seales and a small meat saw. As 
I have always kept a set of books, I krow 
where every cent of my money goes, as you 
That night I arranged my stock in the cellar 
and got everything in readiness for the grand 
opening of my store. For the purpose of 
taking care of the money taken in I con- 
structed a till unlike any used in the grocery 
or other business. I built a shallow box, two 
inches deep_and sixteen inches square. I 
partitioned this box off into sixty-four sepa- 
rate compartments, each two inches square. 


. She kept these pennies in a little 


large enough to accommodate a silver quar- 
ter. These slits were so arranged that when 
the lid was closed a slit would come over each 
and every compartment inthe box. I labeled 
these slits with the names of the groceries 
I had bought. This peculiar till was a part of 
my plan. 

I charged my wife the prevailing retail 
price for the articles I had in stock and put 
the money in the compartment intended for 
it. For example: The price of corn was 10 
cents. When we needed corn she dropped 10 
cents in the box labeled corn, and took a can 
of corn from the stock. Now when the twen- 
ty-four cans of corn were gone there were 
$2.40 in the box. As the corn cost me $1.75, I 
made 6 cents, that is, after taking out $1.75 
to pay for another case of corn I had 65 cents 
left in the box. This represented the grocer’s 
profft, which I had saved by my plan. In this 
way when my stock of Dne article was ex- 
hausted I always had enough in the box to lay 
in another supply and some over, which I put 
in the bank. The first year I used most of my 
profit to enlarge my business. 


Buys Lots from Profits. 

I started the second year with a bank ac- 
count of $30 and a good stock of everything 
used in the house except fresh meat, milk, 
butter, and eggs. ‘The last two I bought in 
as large a quantity as possible in order to 
save on them. Iam still conducting my store 
in this way, putting the profits in the bank 
and allowing the interest ‘to compound. 
When my, store -was seven years old (which 
was. in” my eighth year of _housekeeping) I 
bought three building lots. I bought these 
lots in an undeveloped section of the city, 
and therefore got them cheap, and by paying 
for them on the installment plan I did. not 
cut deep into my bank account. In fact,’ 1 
did not touch that at all, but took the install- 
ments from the profits on my store, but it 
made my deposits smaller. I also subscribed 
for two shares in a building and loan asso- 
elation, paying for them out of the proceeds 
of my store. 

' I celebrated the ninth anniversary of my 
marriage by breaking ground for my own 
hoyse. The house cost me $2,000, which I 
borrowed from the building association. I 


In the lid for my till I cut sixty-four slitshave eighty-four months, or seven years, in

which to pay back this amount in install- 
ments, which grow smaller as the years go 
by. Of course these installments are the 
same as rent, but they are nearly double the 
rent I have been paying. I make up the dif- 
ference, however, by drawing on my bank ac- 
count. The result will be that at the end of 
the seven years I will own my house, but my 
bank account will be gone. My store will 
still be thriving, however, and to the profits 
from this I can add the $15 a-month I paid 
as rent, so I will soon have a neat bank ac- 
count again. 

I carry a thousand dollar life insurance pol- 
icy, which, with the house and bank account, 
will leave my family well provided for. I 
started out with a small! industrial policy for 
$213, which cost me 15 cents a week. I in- 
creased this whenever I could see my way 
clear to do so, until I now carry $1,000. lex- 
pect to increase this considerably.

How to Divide Income. 

In order to make the best of my small in- 
come I spent considerable time figuring and 
investigating and finally worked out a table 
of proportion which I religiously followed, 
For the benefit of those who want to make 
a start towards better things I will give it 
here:

Proportion out your income according to 
this table and whatever is left over each 
month put in a bank. 

' Any one can do as well as I have done, a 
great many may do better, if they wit only 
look at the matter in the right light.

You often hear people say, when looking 
back over the past, “ How fast the last ten 
years have gone by.” Well, the next ten 
years will go by just as fast.

flat, or apartment, after all this, but it is 
hardly likely. Certainly for some one having 
such a room and writing to her it may be said 
that her time is imposed upon as such a per- 
son has no moral right to do. 

There is a point here that might be care- 


fully considered. To the average reader of 


the small ad the anonymous advertiser is a 
mythical sort of being who is not open to 
much consideration. The one who would 
answer it at a venture considers that as the 
name and address is withheld any possible 
breaking over the strict interpretation of the 
wants expressed In the ad is justifiable jn 
that the advertiser at the worst cannot call 
the writer to account. 

This is a spirit that militates against the 
conduct of the want ad departments of the 
newspaper. System and the perfection of 
classification are sought by the newspaper 
management, and just to the extent that a 
person, advertising for a large, airy front 
room, for instance, receives replies from per- 
sons having only small, poky back ones, the 
want classifications of the Sunday newspa- 
per are likely to prove disappointing to both 
advertiser and the person answering the ad- 
vertisement. ‘‘ Business is business,” and 
the term is interchangeable to include not 


only the newspaper in this instance but the 


patrons of its smal! ads throughout every 
classification. If the newspaper cannot af- 
ford to put a “ Room for Rent ” advertise- 
ment together with a number of ads of 
“ Board and Lodging,” neither can the pa- 
tron of the want columns afford to thrust 
lodging terms upon one who is seeking his 
board together with his room. 

« 

Classifications to Suit All. 

To the best advantage of all possibly con- 
cerned in the small ads, the newspaper has 
made its classifications and anything that 
tends to break up these classifications tends 
to confusion and dissatisfaction. If it were 
possible on the part of the newspaper man- 
agement to intercept all replies that are 
grossly inapropos to advertisements no one 
would doubt that the cause of the small ad 
had been advanced immeasurably. The best 
the newspaper management can do, however, 
is to make careful classification of the small 
ads and leave to the public an appreciation 
of the fact that to snow under a specific ad- 
vertiser with irrelevant replies to a want is 
to cast confusion over all that the newspaper 
has built up into system. When a State 
street store has advertised a sale of furs for 


till Tuesday morning and then go down with 
the expectation of finding a bargain sale in 


laces. Yet many a woman answers a “ Want-. 


ed to Rent” ad with a great deal less 
relevancy. ‘ 

‘The great trouble with the want ad today 
is that the general public does not take it 
seriously enough. Goodness only knows 
why. It may appear that these small wants 
are jammed together in a certain. crowded 
section of the paper, yet when it comes toa 
person's finding the subject which ‘interests 
him and which he knows is there it is as 
easy as falling off a log. Nothing advertised 
in a newspaper may be more specific than is 
the thing advertised in the want columns. 
For instance, in the list of rooms wanted in 
last Sunday’s issue the following description 
is close enough to cut out of the line of pos- 
sibility every other section of the city than 


that named: 


WANTED~—TO RENT—RBY GENTLEMAN, ROOM 


size in territory pounded by Robey, 
sae Aaland, and Park; private family pre- 
ferred. Address ——, Tribune office. 


* 
Definiteness Essential to Ad, 

It is such'an ad as this that promises re- 
turns of the best to the advertiser. To any 
but the adventurer in the field of the want 
ads, a specific wording of a want, such as 
this, @iscourages anything but the thing 
likely to interest. For a person who lives 
beyond California avenue, for instance, these 
boundaries would be discouraging. just as 
they would be for the person who lives south 
of Jackson or north of Park. 

Definiteness is the one thing to be desired 
in the want ad. Make the small want spe- 
cific enough that he who runs may read it 
intelligently. After awhile the great public 
which is appealed to through that medium 
will begin to appreciate that the small ad 
means just ~what it says.

How Desert Lands of Arizona. Were 


THE PUMPING STATION THAT FAILED ON SUGAR BEETS AND SUCCEEDED ON CANTALOUPES. 


Turned Into a Big Melon Ranch. 


OCKY~-FORD cantaloupes, plucked. 
from the brown desert ‘sands of Ari- 
zona in a midday temperature of 136 
degrees in the sun, is one of the mod-. 
ern*miracles of western’ irrigation. 
But A. J. Hangen of Kyrene, Ariz., was forced 
into the prestidigitateur line when a great 
scheme for raising sugar beets suddenly fell. 
through, and not only did. he outdo Rocky 


Ford from a basis of sand and water but he ° 


has induced a railroad company to build two 


and a half miles of sidetrack out to the Han- ~ 


sen ranch. 


And, in the opinion of Mr. Hansen, it is five | 
times easier to make a cantaloupe out of sand: 


than it is to get a railroad company to lay 
two and a half miles of ties and rails through 
Arizona sagebrush. 

Hansen was an adventurer in Arizona agri- 
culture. He was to have grown sugar beets 
on contract, when suddenly the contractor 
for the supply scored a failure, leaving him 
with his equipment of well drills, pumps, and 
steam engine hfgh and dry in Salt river val- 
ley. This was before the United States gOV- 
ernment Was interested in the great Tonto 
Basin dam, which is to leave a lake thirty-five 
miles long, eighteen miles wide, and 280 feet 
deep, high above the Hansen ranch, :

Finds Water in Desert. 


in the middle of the desert, eighteen 
miles from Phcenix, Hansen™was too far 
from anywhere to be discouraged. He went 
after water as the first move, and he found 
it 200 feet below the surface, in such force 
and quantity that it rose within sixteen 
feet of the surface sand. Five wells were 
sunk before he ceased drilling, and in the 
five wells the water rose to the sixteen foot 
level, having just enough salt in it to im- 
pregnate the cantalotpes. 

With an engine and pumps of 100 horse 
power, and with ditches and laterals ra- 
diating from the high ground in the center 
of the 1,120 acre ranch, Hansen was ready 
for his experiment. He went to Rocky Ford, 
in Colorado, and laid in a supply of the seed 
of the famous gem melons. His pumps were 
discharging 5,500 gallons of artesian water 
a minute, and his main ditch was a river 
ten feet wide, with a heavy current down 
the slope. Frost is unknown in the Salt 
river valley, and last spring when Hansen’s 
ground was ready for the seed it was only 
Feb. 1. Rocky Ford had not begun to waken 
from winter’s cold before the warm sun 


was touching:the vines on the Hansen ranch. 
Three hundred and twenty acres were 


-plante®? to these melons, every acre of it 


under. the influences of the artesian water. 
The hills were set in rows’ 4%4x6 feet, with 
every twelfth row left vacant for the passing 
of the sleds of the pickers and for the direct- 
ing of the water for irrigation. 

There is no dew in the Salt river valley and 
there is no rain. The sun shines 366 days on 


‘leap years and it was discovered. that‘this 


perpetual sunshine and this absence of dew

and rainfall were conditions making for the . 


perfection of the gem melon. Seeds that 
were planted the first week {fn February were 


bearing ripened melons on June.15, when the © 


shipping season began for the Hansen ranch. 
Until the week of Christmas these fruits will 
be gathered from the ranch, the crop from 320 
acres aggregating nearly twenty-five car- 
loads. 

In July and. August the problem of irriga- 
tion is greatest, water having to flood the 
ground every fourth day. This water iz car- 
ried in small channels to the individual hills, 
it being unnecessary to flood the whole sur- 
face, as is done in irrigating alfalfa. Grow- 
ing under artificial moisture and in the dew- 
less, rainless climate of Arizona, the Rocky 
Ford melons have a silvery coat that marks 
their appfoaching ripeness, distinguishing 
them from the parent stock in the Rockies. 
In the height of the bearing season the 
ground is covered so thickly with the melon 
vines it requires a sharp eye to detect the 
fruit among the leaves and stems. 


* 
Yields 9,000 Melons an Acre. 

Two hundred crates to the acre, averaging 
forty-five melons to a crate, is the yield of 
the Hansen ranch. There should be no dimi- 
nution from this. The sunshine is perpetual 
and the water is under the direct control of 
the rancher. There is no frost to endanger 
the vines at any time. There are no insects 
of any kind yet discovered. In the beginning 
the rabbits and quails fed upon the vines and 
melons until shooters enough could not be 
hired to keep them down. Strychnine on 
wheat would net kill the quails; they seemed 
to fatten or it. as a last resort cyanide 
of potassivr “Saked into the wheat killed 
the birds ana .he rabbits gradually drifted 
away, until, now little damage is done by 
either of,the creatures. 

The melon-pickers are Indians and Mexi- 
cans. Twenty cents an hour is paid tothe 
expert pickers, and sleds drawn by single 


horses carry the fruit to the fruithouses, one 
on each ten acres of field. Ordinarily the 
melons are taken from the sunshine with the 
thermometer at 135 degrees. It has been 
found ,best to take the heat from the melons 
as soon as, possible after picking, and for this. 
purpose .a new cold storage plant with a tem- 
perature of 50 degrees has been erected tn the 


tained by the circulation of ammonia through 
- From ‘the .cold storage ‘house the 
melons are shunted into theiced cars for the 
passenger schedule through ‘to Chicago. A 
passenger schedule is guaranteed for any- 
thing above five-cars, and in the last season 
the shipments have averaged five cars every 
twodays. Next season 640 acres will be set to 
melons, when the average will be five cars a 
day from June 15 to Christmas. 


Monopoly in Early Market. 

Not till after midsummer does the compe- 
tition of Rocky Ford interfere with the ship- 
ments of the Hansen melons into Chicago. 
Then the shorter haul and -lower freight 
rate crowd the Arizona melon out of the 
Chicago market. But, on the other hand, 
the Pacific coast market opens, and San 
Francisco becomes the shipping point, with 
the passenger schedules holding for any num- 
ber of cars above five. 

One man to the acre is needed in the culti- 
vation and harvesting of the Arizona canta- 
loupe. Aside from the cultivating and the 
watering of the crop this means that each 
man handles 9,000 melons in a season. They 
are picked carefully from the vine, leaving a 
stem to the melon and having a care for the 
vine itself. The fruit is put at once into the 
crate and taken to the packing house in the 
center of each ten acre tract. Experts put 
them into shape in these houses, after which 
the crates go to the cold storage warehouse 
at the switch track. After twelve hours in 
storage the melons go into the car, cooled 
and requiring much less ice than otherwise 
would be necessary. 

‘*The finest melons in the world will grow 
there in the sand, where sagebrush only is 
growing now,” said Mr. Hansen. ‘I have 
every reason to be grateful for the fact that 
the sugar refinery never got nearer than one- 
third the point of completion. One of these 
days the Arizona gem melon will have Chi- 
cago for the center of its distribution, and 
the public will have no other variety of the 
fruit.”’ 


What Makes Success as Grocer. 


By R. W. Thompson. 


HERE js a notion abroad that anybody 
can run a grocery store. The lawyer 
and the plumber must learn their re- 
spective trades, but any man or woman 
knows enough to sell groceries. 

So some people think. That is why so many 
of them fail. Without any knowledge of the 
business whatever-they invest their money 
in a stock of groceries and expect to succeed 
because it isso easy. There was a time per- 
haps when haphazard methods would have 
sufficed for success in the grocery business, 
but that time has gone by. Competition is 
too flerce for one thing. 

* * 

First Requisite: Know Business. 

First, one must know how to buy intelli- 
gently if he wants fo undersell his rivals. It 
is impossible to buy intelligently without a 
knowledge of the real value of the goods. 
The man who doesn’t know the difference 
between the various grades of coffee, for in- 
stance, isat the mercy of the wholesaler, who 
can tell him,almost anything is good coffee, 
and the buyer will not know whether it is 
true. To recognize the various grades of 
teas and coffees, to know butter from butter- 
ine, to know a mealy potato from one that’s 


a Monday morning its customers do not wait ° water soaked, are just the a, b, o of the gro- 


cery business. The prospective grocer should 
supplement his practical knowledge, gained 
by two to four years’ clerking in a good gro- 
cery, by reading, so that he will know just 
where ginger, and paprika, and sweet pota- 
toes grow, and how they grow. He should 
post himself on crops and their prices ahead 
of time, season by season, and he should 
know the import duties of every article he 
handles. Not 5 per cent of the ordinary gro- 
cers know anything about the goods they sell. 
They buy simply on the brand for manufac- 
tured articles and on the wholesaler’s say so 
for natural products. As a result they pay 
5 or 10 per cent too much for everything. 

Next to knowing the stock thoroughly itis 
important for the grocery storekeeper to un- 
derstand the people he deals with, particu- 
larly those catered to. He must know their 
station in life and what it involves, their hab- 
its, tastes, etc., if he would please and satisfy 
them. It is easiest to understand people of 
one’s own station in life, or people with 
whom, in some relation, one has freely asso- 
ciated, for then, without effort or study, itis 
easy to know how they were brought up, how 
they live from day to day, and what they con- 
sider luxuries and what necessities. Then, 
different individuals must be handled differ- 
ently. The talkative and the reticent must 
be pleased as well as the jovial and the 
gloomy; for character comes out even ina 
grocery store. The successful merchant 
must be able to tell intuitively when he is 


pleasing people, 


Proper Location Great Factor. 
All this special knowledge, both practical 
and theoretical, of goods and customers, will 


be available according to one’s degree of 


judgment... Judgment must be exercised in 
the beginning as to a suitable locality fora 
store. There are scores of good localities 
in the city; the selecting of the particular 


one must be governed by one’s talents, taste, 
capital, social station, etc. ‘ 

The store should be made the best in‘the 
neighborhood from the start. It won’t pay 
in Chicago to make a beginning in a one 
horse store, expecting later to keep a better 
and larger stock. The surest way to succeed 
is to make the store the best in the neighbor- 
hood from the beginning. 

Buy for cash; sell for cash. This should 
be a fundamental rule for the young mer- 
chant or for any one who is working on a 
small capital. A young or inexperienced man 
should never attempt to run a business on 
credit, for such a man is too apt to judge peo- 
ple by appearances. There is no one so con- 
ceited about his supposed knowledge of phy- 
siognomy and manners as the man of Ifttle 
or no experience in the world. He is too apt 
to think that every one who is agreeable 
in appearance is good and honorable. With 
age a Man grows cautious; he learns not to 
give credit simply on appearances. By sell- 
ing for cash the storekeeper saves worry over 
bad accounts besides those losses them- 
selves; also he saves time spent over ac- 
count books. 


Buy and Sell for Cash... 


There are disadvantages to be overcome in 
selling for cash, but they are not worth 
stumbling at. When goods are sold for cash 
only it is neeessary to gee to it that the prices 
are attractive—that js, the lowest consistent 
with profit, else people won’t come in the 
store at all. Then, cash customers are not 
s0 easily held as are people who buy on 
credit. People who pay cash often go from 
store to store seeking the lowest prices.: All 
in all the storekeeper must be a much more 
alert when he sells for cash than when he 
sells on credit. 

The man who does business on a strictly 
cash basis can sell cheaper and he can buy 
cheaper. Ability to pay cash and prompt- 
ness in doing so inspires confidence. The 
man who does this is laying up future cap- 
ital for himself; credit will seek him later on 
when he has more money and when his ex- 
perience is surer. The man who pays cash 
can always buy cheaper and he is apt to buy 
more carefully and not to buy too much. 
Buying more than he needs is a fault of the 
young merchant. The wholesaler is a jolly 
good fellow and he is too apt to slap the 
young merchgnt on the back and then, be- 
cause he thinks so much of him, overstock 
his. store on credit. Just that tendency Is a 
big handicap. Pay cash. Keep the stock 
down to actual requirements. 

As @ general proposition it is easier to suc- 
ceed among the poor and ignorant than 
among the well to do, because the former 
think little about quality. Their one thought 
is to get things as cheaply as they can. Such 
people will buy defective goods—goods that 
are notactually bad, but things that a trained 
palate would reject as unfit. Then there are 
special means of drawing people into the 
store among this class of people—as special 
sales, and the sélling of one article at a spe- 
cial below cost price, the giving of prizes, etc. 


These methods savor distinctly of clap-trap 
and are not recommended to the man who 
wants to succeed. Still, these methods please 
and are demanded by a certain class of peo- 
ple. 

* 


Grocer Must Be Worker. 

A successful grocer cannot belazy; he must 
be a worker, a genuine hustler. He needs 
brawn and muscle to handle goods with ease; 
he needs swift and active fingers to tle up 
packages neatly and quickly. He really 
ought to like physical work, for his goods are 
bulky and must be freely handled, It seems 
far fetched at first to say that every grocery 
has a distinct atmosphere. Yet the character 
of a store affects you much as character in 
a person does. What this character is de- 
pends on what the man is whoruns the store 
and the methods he uses. 

There is one characteristic that should 
be invariably present—neatness, It will pay 
to keep clerks in jackets and aprons of spot- 
less linen, to be most exacting and precise 
about it, too. Again, one can afford to pay 
a little more for clerks of pleasing address; 
they will bring custom. The appearance of 
the store itself should never be neglected. 
Neither time, work, nor money should be 
spared in the effort to keep everything neatly 
and attractively arranged. Seek artistic ef- 
fects: when possible; they will attract a su- 
perior class of trade and draw people in who 
would otherwise go elsewhere. 

One thing more: Clerks should be fastidi- 
ous in handling goods. For instance, never 
allow a salesman to mix tea with his fingers 
or to touch any other article of food unneces- 
sarily, for if these trifies are neglected it will 
offend the better class of custom. Just such 
little things as these go a great ways toward 
success in the grocery business. So in every 
one of a thousand details make the store ex- 
press character. 


Proper Start Requires $3,000. 
But before trying to manage all this one 
should have at least four years’ practical ex- 
perience in a first class grocery. Two years 
might do, if exceptionally quick to learn, but 
it takes most men two years to earn 615 a 
week selling groceries; certainly then before 


risking several thousand dollars one should > 


have a solid foundation of experience. In 
England clerks serve a four year apprentice- 
ship at nominal wages, or just for their 
board, and these men are much sought after 
in the largest and finest stores here in Amer- 
ica. They know their work thoroughly. 

If the grocer has experience, developed 
judgment, and is a hard worker, he may be 
almost sure of success, provided he can start 
out with sufficient capital. In the city of Chi- 
cago today that means at least $3,000; $1,000 
for fixtures and $2,000 for steck. That sounds 
like a generous estimate to the man who 
must save it before he can go into business 
for himself, but to attempt to start a grocery 
on much less capital is risky. However, much 
will depend on the character of the stock, 
and that will depend altogether on the char- 
acter of the people catered to, 


“What Trade Should the 
Young Man Learn? 
Printing. 


. The information on which this artitle is based was 


obtained from: Robert W. McGinley. secretary an 
treasurer of the Allied Printing Trades council. 


HE importance which printing has as- 
‘sumed in the world, and {ts universal. 
scope and character as a trade, have 
caused it to be known and followed all 

over the world. Wherever men speak 

ond write a language, there will be. found. 
@ printing press and printers. Aside from. 
the pursuit of agriculture—if that may be 
ealled a trade—and the trades of building, it 
is doubtful if there is any one craft in the 
world that numbers among its members the 
variety and kinds of men that bear ailée- 
giance to the craft of printing. The trade is 
sO woven into the warp and woof of com- 


" mercial life today as to be almost indie 


penmsable to its fabric. It is difficult to im- 
agine what our existence today would be 


_ like had printing never been invented. 


The universal adoption of the art of print- 
ing has resulted in the development of «a 
number of arts or trades closely allied to ét, 
but, at the same time, ones that muet be 


learned apart.. The art of printing embraces ° 


among the things that make it great, and 
which are quite necessary to it as it is de- 
veloped today, electrotypers, stereotypers, 
engravers, and others engaged in similar 
work. But, while these trades are so closely 
connected ag to be in reality a part. of the 
printing trade, they are quite foreign as far 
as the work of the real printer is concerned, 
and cannot be treated in an article on the 
trade of printing. 


Trade in Two Branches. 

To the young man who is desirous of en- 
tering the ranks of the printers there will 
practically be only two branches for him 
to pursue. He can have his choice of learn- 
ing either the trade of the compositor or that 
of the press feeder and pressman. The pay 
of the compositor is higher than that of the 
press feeder and lower than the preseman, 
‘but while learning the apprentice will work 
under almost the same conditions and re- 
celve the same pay in one as in the other. 
The time of learning is practically the same 
in both branches of the trade. | 

Apprentices are required to be over 16 
years of age, however, and must have a 
fair common school education. Generally 
-the apprentice 1s chosen from the ‘errand 
boys of the shop who have shown that they. 
are bright and intelligent, and wish to learn 
the trade. However, there is always plenty 
of opportunity for a boy or young man to 
recure a chance to learn, as printing offices 
are found all over the city. 

The first work he will be required to do will 
be, as is the case with most trades, the gen- 
eral unskilled work, about the shop. If he 
decides to learn the press feeding branch he 
will work about the presses as what is termed 
“ fly’ boy for a short time. He will have to 
carry stock to the feeders, wash rollers, and 
do other work about the press. His pay will 
vary according to his size and the shop he is 
in. If he is large and strong and able to do 
some of the hard work he will be paid proba- 
bly $6 per week. In a short time, if he is 
quick to learn, he will be given a chance to 
start * feeding press.’’ To become an efficient 
press feeder requires two years. This may 
be said to be the trade in itself, but the pay 
in it is scarcely such as to satisfy the aver- 
age young man. The cylinder preas feeder, 
after he has become competent at the trade, 
is paid $15 per week. The men who feed the 
small job presses receive only an average of 
$10. This is little more than is paid the un- 
skilled workman, but the press feeder, if he 
stays at his trade, usually tries to work up to 
the position of pressman, where the pay is 
much higher. 

The pressman has charge of two presses. 
He is responsible for the work done upon 
each. He “ makes ready" on the presses. 
He fixes the “ forms "’ ready for printing and 
sees that the impressions are all clear and 
distinct. Tt is to his work and care that the 
excellence or poor quality of the presswork 
is due. The good pressman is, in truth, a real 
artist in his work. It requires four years’ 
time to become a journeyman pressman. 
This, coupled with the two years that the 
apprentice has spent in learning to be a 
press feeder, will be six years that it has 
taken him to learh his trade. But in the 
meantime he will be earning pay that is 
nearly equal to that received by some trades, 
and he will have in the end, if he is devoted 
to his work, a trade which has few equals in 
the things that make a trade desirable. 


* 
Pressmen Well Paid. 

AS soon as a competent press feeder begins 
to learn the work of the pressman his pay 
rises to $16 or $17 per week. After he has 
worked at it for two or three years he will re- 
ceive $18 or $19. As soon as his four years 
are up and he is a competent pressman his 
wages are $22.50 per week. This is the mini- 
mum pay of the journeyman, it being esti- 
mated that the average is $27.50. If he pos- 
sesses ability he will easily earn considerably 


more, It is quite comfiion. for a pressman 


to receive $30 td $40 per week. But the ques 
tion of earning more than the scale of pay 
will lie entirely with the man himsélf. 

So if a young man devotes six years to the 
mastering of his trade he wil) find himself, 
if he is a really competent workman, in a 
position paying him more than most trades 
and in which there is nearly always an abun- 
dance of work, 


Becoming a Compositor. | 
If. he decides to become a compositor, he" 
will have to serve four years before he wilh 
receive the wages of the journeyman. The’ 


‘Standard for the apprentice is almost the; 


same in this branch of the trade agit is for the. 
pressmen.. He is seldom accepted under 1¢ 
years of age, and because of the knowledge 
of spelling and grammar réquired of the good. 
compositor it Is almost imperative that the 
apprentice should be a graduate of the com<" 
mon school. In the earlier stages of his ap« 


‘ prenticeship, when he is the “ devil,”" he will 
De paid nominal wages. From 83 to 87 his. 


pay will run, and his work wilh be that of the 
boy around the shop. The apprentice i@’ 
usually advanced a dolar in pay after his first 
year’s work. Then for the next year, if he 


‘has proved to be apt at acquiring a knowledge 


of the trade, he is advanced again. For the 
last year of his apprenticeship he will’ he paid: 
between $12 and $14 per week. Then, When 
he becomes a journeyman, he will be raised 
to $19.50, the minimum scale of wages. 

This is practically the average pay of thé 
ordinary compositor. It is not eften that 
the “straight matter” man earns more 
But there is here also plenty of chance for 
ability to assert itself and command higher 
pay. For instance, in newspaper office 
where the pay of the printer in all branches 
is generally higher than in other offices, thé 
compositor who is a little better than the 
average run can secure work in the adroont 
where all matter is still set by hand and 
where there is unlimited opportunity for the 
ability of the workman to assert itself. The 
‘wages of the adman run from a couple of dol¢ 


lars higher than the minimum scale up 


$27 and $30 per week. The head adman onan 
evening paper is never paid less than $27, 
and on the morning papers the minimum is 
$30 per week. . From this it advances, de« 
pending upon the ability of the workman.

As most of the compositionen the dalig 
papers is done by the linotype the majority 
of the compositors employed upon them are 
not compositors in the old sense of the word, 
but Unotype operators. Instead of picking” 
type out of the case before him and putting 
it into his “ stick ’ the operator manipulates 
a keyboard and takes out’a solid line of 
type at a time. To become a qualified op- 
erator, entitled to the wages of the journey- 
man linotype operator, the workman must 
be able to set at least 3,200 “ ems” per hour. 
The minimum pay for this is 530 cents per 
hour on evening papers and 56 on morning 
papers. The minimum weekly scale ip $27 — 
and $30. With increased efficiency the wages > 
of the machine operator are duly increased, 
it being common for a linotypé man to earm 
$35 and even $45 per week. 
The proportion of apprentices allowed te 
learn composing is one to every ten journeys 
men, but in no case are more than six al< 
lowed in one shop. In some cities there ip 
no provision made for the teaching of ap- 
prentices, the trade being supplied when 
neceseary by experienced men from ether « 
cities. In Denver, Colo., 20 apprentives te 
either branch of the trade are accepted, 
Here in the city there are approximately . 
10,000 and in the country 140,000 men eme 
ployed as compositors and presemen. There 
is always a chance for a young man whe 
wishes to learn this trade here. Several 
large employers of printers asserted that 
they could use a number of apprentices 
at the present time, and that there was 
scarcely ever a time, except during a period 
of trade depression, when conditions were 
not similar. | 
There is no antagonism to theapprenticeon . 
the part of the members of the trade. On _ 
the contrary, one of the officials of the or- . 
ganized printers in the city declares that. 
there is no trade where the men will be so . 
ready to give help and instruction to the 
apprentice, in fact such conduct is manda- 
tory on the part of the journeyman. In de< 
cided contrast to most trades the printers 
affirm that theirs is a good trade, and thas 
a young man can do much worse than te 
join their ranks. The day’s work is nine 
hours, and the work is neither hard nor 
trying to the health. dn fact, the trade of 
printing may be said to bea craft with much. 
to recommend it to the boy who is going ta - 
earn his living by working. 


How to Spell Luck.

I the books of the railway companies 
there is no ledger account with the spotter, 
but there is an expense fund which goes into 
the wages of “‘ inspectcrs,” and. this covers 
the cost of keeping a secret surveillance 
upon the conductors and motormen of the 
various lines. 

Of the 500 men discharged during.a year 
on the adverse reports of the spotter fully 
half are reinstated the others. wander 
into other trades or seek for better fortunes 
in other cities. Dishonesty, real 
ed, is the chief cause for the fina! dismissal 
ef so many men, but the number of con- 
ductors who purposely and habitually em- 
bezzle the fares they collect is recruited al- 
roost wholly from that class of wandering 
etreet car men who like birds of passage, are 
eontinually migrating frofn city to city. 


Want to “Punch His Face.’’. 


It would be hard to tell which the honest, 
self-respecting Chicago street car emplcyé 
hates more, the wandering crook of the 
trade or the stealthy spotter. who, in 
default of more serious information, fas- 
tens upon every mistake, every careless 
act, every breach of the rules to make good 
his underhanded machinations. There are 
scores of otherwise peaceful street car con- 
ductors who would gladly lose their jobs for 

“just one chance to land a blow on the face of a 

despised spotter. But those worthy fellows 
are hard to detect or identify, and the rail- 
way employé is generally obliged td work 
away with the humiliating and annoying con- 
sciousness that he is being watched by a de- 
tective. e 

A conductor named Hobein on the Thirty- 
ninth street cross town line, discovered a 
spotter in his car, beat him into helplessness, 
gave his fares, transfers, badge, and pocket- 
book to the motorman, and quit the car and 
the service at Cottage Grove‘avenue. The 
thoroughly whipped spotter did not offer to 
prosecute the conductor and as nobody re- 
ported the matter to the company except the 
motorman the matter was dropped. The 
spotter, if he remained in the business, trans- 
ferred his activities to some other part of the 
city. 

The esdienen of Hobein is a good illustra- 
tion of how honest and painstaking conduc- 
tors may be made to suffer without just rca- 
sons. He had been a guard on the elevated 
cars .unused to collecting fares, and he con- 
tinually forgot to ring up a number of nickele 
on every crowded trip. It was his practice to 
count up at the end of each run all the money 
he had accumulated in fares and ring up the 

register until it showed the true sum of his 
collections. Meanwhile the spotter, who 
usually got on the car about Halsted street 
or Wentworth avenue, and left it after riding 
only part of the way, had witnesséd the ccn- 
ductor’s failure to ring up all his fares and so 
reported him in the full belief, probably, thai 
the man was dishonest.

Men at Spotters’ Mercy.

$10 Capital a Hardship. 

One of the most frequent ‘* knocks ”’ in the 
reports of the spotter is the failure of the 
conductors to have change to the amount of 
$10 at the commencement of each day’s 
travel. And here isa good tip for the guile- 
less passenger who is in the habit of proffer- 
ing $5 or $10 notes on the street cars; the 
conductor suspects at once that such a pas- 
senger may be a spotter or that he is pur- 
posely trying to manufacture evidence for 
a spotter amongst the other passengers. Con- 
ductors who are usually men of small means 
and large domestic needs, consider it a hard- 
ship to be required to carry a cash capital 
of $10 for the benefit of the rich railway cor- 
porations, but if they fail to do so they are 
likely to figure in the reports of the spotter 
and to lose their jobs if caught more than 
once. 

Here again the conductor is apt to be the 
victim of circumstances over which he has 


no control, for, if he chances to give out all - 


his small change early in the trip, he is as 
badly* off as if he had not the required sum. 
The next passenger who offers a §5 bill may 
furnish the spotter with a cause for com- 
plaint, and, the dutiful employé may lose 
his place under the most unjust conditions, 


the circumstantial evidence all against him | 


and the elusive spotter quite proud of his 
ugly achievement. 


Many Things to Worry Him. 
’ Failure on the part of the conductor to run 
ahead and inspect surface railroad crossings 
is one of the serious charges often preferred 
by the sleuths, but diligent conductors and 
motormen do not resent this kind of survelil- 
lance since they themselves have no sym- 
pathy with comrades who are guilty of what 
they call “rotten railroading.’’ Imperti- 
nence to passengers is a favorite accuga- 
tion, especially with women spotters. There 
are five females employed in this work in 
Chicago, and the companies consider them 
the stars of the craft, although, or rather 
because, they give.the much tormented con- 
ductors and motormen more trouble than the 


dozen men spotters working in similar lines. . 


Talking with passengers, flirting with ac- 
quaintances along the route, ignoring the 
signals of waiting passengers, passing cor- 
ners where they have been asked to stop, 


spitting in the street or:on the floor of the, 


car, stealing away for a glass of beer at out- 
lying saloons, dirty hands, ragged uniforms, 
a score of even smaller fan!ts all come in for 
the ferret like attention of the spotter, and 
keep the street railway employé in a constant 
stew of uncertainty and suspicion. 


* 
Dishonesty Is Lessening. 

The percentage of dishonest conductors is 
becoming less and’ less, and: the number of 
regular spotters employed is continually 
diminishing. Most of the “ knocking down "’ 


is done by shiftiess beginners who regard 


their errors are those of omission. 


their positions as makeshifts, and, having no 
sense of honesty, proceed to realize profits as 
rapidly as possible at the expense of the 
company. There is aleo what may be called 
an outlaw class of conductors who go from 
city to city in pairs, robbing the railways 
which chance to hire them and filching fares 
shamelessly and greedily until the spotters 
cause their discharge. These buzzards of 
the business do not expect to hold their 
places long, but they ply their dishonest 
tactics with the greatest impunity, because 
they know that they will not be sent to jail 
nor prosecuted. 

It is this hateful minority which provides 
the best excuse for the employment of the 
spotter, but the experienced, trustworthy, 
and wholly efficient conductor and motorman 
is subjected to a yast amount of petty an- 
noyance, unmerited complaint, and some. 
times unjust suspicion by reason of the ever. 
lasting espionage of the zealous spotter. 
Occasional errors, slight carelessness, infre- 
quent tardiness incur nothing worse than a 
layoff for the old employés, and even the 
younger men are dealt with leniently in case 
If these 
failings are frequently repeated so as to 
threaten to become habitual, the culprit is 
discharged. The companies seek to deal 
fairly, but many injustices are committed 
on account of the mistakes of the spotters 
and on account of the difficulty which the 
men expertente in disproYing the charges 
brought secretly against them. 


Spotters of All Classes. 

Most of the spotters employed in Chicago 
have other sources of revenue. One of them 
is a harnessmaker in Hyde Park, and there 
is a State street saleswoman who adds to 
her income by furnishing private informa- 
tion about the conductors and gripmen of 
the Clark street cable line, ~Unless particu- 
larly fond of the work of espionage, the spot- 
ter soon drifts out of a ca'ling that seems to 
invite the contempt of t+ employer as well 


as the victim. The bought services of the 


professed sieuth are largely supplemented 
by the voluntary contributions of the unpaid 
informer. The motives of the latter are as 
divergent as are their personal characters, 
but half the work of the hired spotters is 
based upon complaints and tips furnished 
by passengers who have, or think they have, 
a “kick coming.” 

The civic beautifier, the aggrieved tax- 
payer, the born reformer, the esthetic cui- 
turist, the hard luck passenger, the meddling 
bystander, the woman who “thinks she 
paid,” the passenger who gets off the car 
wrong foot first, the hasty person who tries 
to board a train before it stops, the passen- 
ger who can’t understand that his transfer 


has “expired,” the Buttinsky” family, 


the anti-noise crusader, the mischief maker, 


_“ Old Patron,” “A Friend,” “ Citizen,” Vox 


Populi "—there are a hundred unsought 


-gources from which pour miyriads of com-« 


plaints, suggestions, criticisms, accusations, 


and threats. When there seems catise for 
these complaints a spotter may be charged 
to investigate. But most of the grievances

museum, dwelling house, and workshop, 
Six hours each day its lower floors are 
overrun with curious pilgrims, restrained 
with difficulty from penetrating the most 
private retreats of the presidential family. 
Between the hours of 10 and 4 the presiden- 
tial family seldom have the full liberty of 
their own abode, and it is usually difficult 
for the president himself to pass through 
his own hallway without dodging a sightseer 
or two or grazing a camera triped. When 
the executive mansion was situated in New 
York the Father of his Country suffered the 
same annoyance, while Mme. Washington 
is known to have protested against fhe ef- 
frontery of tourists, who even peeped into 
her boudoir while she was making her toilet. 
Being commander in chief of the army and 
navy, a president enjoys certain perquisites 
not listed above. Like any other mifitary 
officer, he is entitled to free medical atten- 
tion from the regularly commissioned army 


and navy surgeons, and this privilege ex- 


tends to his family, just as it does to the 
wife and children of the humblest subalfern. 
A fhumber of officers of the army and navy 
are detailed to serve as aids to the president 
on public and social occasions. Like any 
general of the army, he is allowed an orderly 
to care for his mount, while another non- 
commissioned officer is detailed as custodian 
of the colors flown over his official quarters. 
Luxuries in Traveling. 

Each president, for many years, has had 
always at his command a private yacht—a 
regularly commissioned vessel of the navy. 
The vessel at present detailed to carry the 
chief magistrate, when it is his wont, is the 
Mayfiower, originally purchased by Mrs. 
Ogden Goelet for $800,000, who sold it to the 
gso0vernment for $450,000 during the war with 
Spain, when it waz needed as a dispatch 
boat. Mr. Rooseveit has never availed him- 
self of its use. Should he elect to entertain 
his friends thereon he would have to pay for 
refreshments consumed out of his private 
purse. 

When a president plans an extensive tour 
cr even a short trip the railroad companies 
vie with one another to offer him tempting 
luxuries of travel, even offering tq pay for 
the wine and cigars consumed by his guests. 
A presidential tour is always a great adver- 
tisement for the transportation company 
patronized,.and a chief magistrate’is sure 
to be criticised if he refuses to give the ex- 
pected boom. Menus are embossed with the 
heading, ‘* Presidential Train," and the din- 
ing car larder is stocked with the rarest of 
sea food and game. A presidential train is 
always given the right of way,and picked 


“men are selected to operate it. 


Always Under Police Protection. 

Wherever he may happen to be, a president 
is surrounded by a cordon of policemen, night 
and day, as well as by a squad of “ plain 
clothes men detailed by the secret servic 
of the treasury department. In the White 
house there is a branch police station, in 
charge of a sergeant, with a corps of officers 
divided into three beats. There probably is 


not a day in the year when the president is. 


not marked by some anarchist or lunatic, and 


yet he lays himself open to public criticism - 


if he allows any outward sign of safeguard or 
precaution. Mr. Cleveland was ridiculed be- 
cause he permitted “sentry boxes” to be 
erected in the White house park for the use 
of the watchmen.

To guard against such misrepresentation is 
part of the duty of the head of each section. 
He is supposed to know all that is going on 
in his department. The floorwalkers, too, 
are supposed to have their eyes and ears open 
to guard against any kind of poor work on 
the part of clerks, but it is obviously impossi- 
ble for these “few overseers to hear every- 
thing said by each clerk. Out of the scores 
of sales going on around him the head of the 
section can keep track of only a few, and the 
floorwalkers only a few more. So the great, 
majority of sales are necessarily trusted en- 
tirely and absolutely to the salespeople. 

Another mode of supervision is the report- 
ing of one clerk by another. But this does not 
amount to much, because, no matter how im- 
portant to the firm is the informatidn con- 
veyed, tattling is dishonorable. A clerk's 
loyalty belongs first to his firm, yet few men 
or women are so hardened that they can 
“tell on” a fellow worker without feeling 
ashamed. 

The management also requests customers to 
report all cases of misrepresentation. These 
requests are made frequently, so that. the 
fact is well advertised that such reports will 
be investigated, and in all cases justice done 
the customer. But many people will not take 
the trouble or spend the, time to make a re- 
port. Mrs. A. is a busy woman. When she 
finds that the handkerchiefs are part cotton 
which a certain clerk told her were every 
thread linen, she simply goes to some other 


store the next time she wants to buy any- 


thing in linens. 


Tricky Clerk Usually Caught. 

All clerks in the best stores are clearly in- 
structed to present goods on their merits, and 
under no circumstances to base a sale on mis- 
representation. All the management can do 
after so instructing them is to suppose that 
the combined reports of customers, fellow 
clerks, floorwalkers, and heads of depart- 
ments will eventually disclose the clerk who 
misrepresents. Still there is some ground 
not thoroughly covered by these practical 
safeguards. 

After all, the character of the salespeople 


Must be relied upon. If they are not strictly 


honest they can make sales by misrepresent- 
ing goods. But when found out they are al- 


" ways reprimanded, and if they do not care 


enough for their future to follow instructions, 
even if they are not honest from principle, 
they are dismissed. -

I prefer a man 
who thinks of almost anything but his work, 
outside of working hours.” 

Which saying “embodies a. greater truth 
than is at first apparent. The harder a man 
works, the more successful his endeavors, 
the more heartily he loves them, the stronger 
the necessity for an avocation, @ hobby, 
something in which to forget and recuperate 
from the tasks of his soul’s business devo- 
tion. The man who thinks of nothing but his 
work is adding the virtue of fidelity to his 
character, wrinkles and gray hairs to his 
physical appearance, unnecessary years te 
heart, and soul, and mental equipment. But 
he is by no means putting into the beloved 
work the best that might be. Freshness and 
elasticity of enthusiasm are absolutely nec- 
essary to continued success of the highest 
order in whatever line suggested; and they 


cannot be unswervingly maintained, year in, - 


year out, without rest, recreation, and 


change. 


* 
Hobby Gives Mental Vacation. 

It is for this reason that the much discussed 
vacation should be religiously—and gayly— 
enjoyed by the devoted worker. It is for this 
reason that a pleasant hobby—in Itself a 
recurrent vacation—should be sedulously cul- 
tivated by every ambitious toiler, mental, 
physical, or spiritual, until the point is 
reached where the hobby needs no further 
cultivation, because it claims its happy dev- 
otee instead. It matters little, for the world’s 
sake, whether the hobby be amateur photog- 
raphy, golf, falling in love, astronomy; 
gardening, club work in socia] settlements, 
a passion for automobiles, or a devotion to 
cookery; it may be costly, inexpensive, or 
quite beyond the realm of financial outlay or 
limitation. The point is to have a hobby—a 
place or object for mental vacation and rest. 

Physicians and scientists tell us that ,the 
gray matter of the brain becomes worn in 
actual ruts from continued thinking and de- 
mands along certain lines, with the cyclic or 
recurrent reactionary tendencies of the men- 
tal nature we are all more or less familiar. 
Every one knows that the cord too tightly 
stretched, the spring kept continually at 
tension, will by and by lose elasticity and 
value. Only by a frequent and persistent 
variation of the mental methods and material 
may intellectual freshness and vigor—vigor 
natural and vivid, rather than foreed and 
born of mere force of will determination—be 
retained. Because of these facts the hobby 
habit should particularly appeal to the man 
who so loves his work that success in it 
seems to him most reasonably purchased at 
the price ofan entire lifetime of unremit- 


ting toil.

Brings Success. 

Few of us, perhaps, possess Abraham Lin- 
coln’s ability to sleep for twenty minutes at 
will and wake up refreshed and revivified to 
ardent and long continued mental endeavor. 
Fewer still can fell trees, Gladstone wise, 
when mentally weary, or hunt big game like 
President Roosevelt. But for each earnest 
worker lies somewhere just the right hobby 
or avocation that shall save alive the soul 
freshness that alone spells lifelong and un- 
remitting success in the chosen vocation. 

The orchid culture of Joseph Chamberlain, 
the violets of Rockefeller, the fine horses, au- 
tomobiles, yachts, and similar diversions of 
other great money kings and strenuous work- 
ers in the realms of finance and varied ac- 
complishment serve a like purpose. A hard 
working 
makes candy in the still, small hours of the 
winter night when the jaded brain alike for- 
bids sleep and further endeavor. A busy physi- 
cian rises at dawn, eight months of the year, 
to digin histiny garden. Temporary but fre- 
quent relief from accustomed thoughts and

The same wise doctor has cured nervous 
women workers by prescribing banjo pley- 
ing, Knitting, and similar hobbies in lieu of 
drugs or massage treatments. The entire 
medical world not long since interestedly dis- 
cusse@ the case of a man whose physical 
health and mentality, entirely broken under 
the strain of previous hobblyless existence, 
were restored to balance by the simple re- 
quest that he assist the doctors in tabulating 
statistics concerning sleep and dreams. 
Every day, after luncheon, the sick man 
dropped into an easy chair and endeavored to 
sleep just long enough to allow the table bell 
held in his fingers to fall from them. So in- 
terested did he become in watching a com- 
pilation of the marvelous dreams that came 
to him in those brief moments that he soon 
grew well. The adoption of a sane hobby 
before the case becomes urgent will save 
trials and heartaches galore. 


Adds Much to Character. 

Nor should the cultivation of the hobbr 
habit be encouraged for reasons of pure bus- 
iness only. The man with a hobby is the 
matr who enjoys life and helps others to en- 
joy it. The man with a hobby is apt to be 
cheery in nature, wide in sympathies, char- 
itable, broad in his judgments, ready to 
spread good times about him. He will sel- 
dom, as is too often the case with ardent 
workers, be too busy in getting ready for 
some future day to get the best out of the 
life of the present. 

A Chicago business man not long since 
confessed, regretfully, that he had always 
intended to love ahd marry, feeling that 
only in this way could he extract all of life’s 
sweetness, but—he had never had time. An- 
other man recently admitted that he had 
been so busy piling up dollars for the future 
enjoyment of the girl he loved—but was too 
busy to tell of his adoration—that a poorer 
but wiser rival had married her out of 
hand. Yet another successful business 
man, whose proud boast it is that he has 
been forty-three consecutive years “ in har- 
ness ’’ with but two weeks of vacation in all 
that time, scarcely knows his own chil- 
dren; his wife, lavishly provided for in all 
material details, bitterly declares that busi- 
ness has robbed her of her husband. Such 
cases might be multiplied by almost every 
observant individual of the present day. The 
enjoyment of a hobby—any hobby that wouiu 
have prevented the slavish absorption to 
business—would have rendered such mourn- 
ful tales untrue. 


Concentration Made Effective, 

It is the ** take a good time as you go along ” 
workers, broadly speaking, who dare of most 
value to their work, themselves, their asso- 
ciates, the world at large. The so-cdliled 
“ concentration” that means the losing of 
the identity in the task is not really concen- 
tration; it is more properly absent minded- 
ness. True concentration, the conserved and 
intelligently directed attention that may be 
disposed at will in any desired quarter, 
means the kind of mental effort that seldom 
fails of its purpose, and preserves the all 
around health of the worker. Robert Lou's 
Stevenson, sweeping the South sea cabin 
i without much benefit to the room, and with 
positive injury to the broom, but with such 
infectious good will and spirit as inspired and 
‘cheered all about him,’’ to quote an amused 
acmirer, was not only executing his whole- 
hearted conception of duty but also rendering 


possible more wonderful literary work. The 


hobby habit, properly followed, brings about 
unending refreshment of this kind. 

Much talk was recently made about a Chi- 
cago business man who, promising himself 
to retire from business at 60, kept his word. 
His life story was a new version of the office 
boy beginning, the patient,.persistent climb- 
ing so pleasantly common in American ai- 
nals. The miracle seemed to be that any suc- 
cessful man could make up his mind to retire 
from business merely to enjoy life viewed 
from another side. But—suppose the man 
who promises himself to retire at 60, who 
sacrifices nearly everything that makes life 
worth living to the pursuit of the nimbie 
dollar that shall render the long holiday pos- 
sible, dies before the’ promised time of retire- 
ment? What becomes of the sacrifice then?

Here is another advantage that wasps possess as pets; It 
requires only a few drops of sirup or honey or a few grains 
of sugar to feed one a whole day. 

Wasps do not make a sound when they wish to communi- 
cate with each other. The long, flexible antennze which all 
species of the family possess are organs of speech and 
hearing as well as feeling. The speech of the wasp is rather 
feeling than speech. When one meets another and wishes to 
hold conversation with him he reaches toward him with his 
antennz. The other wasp extends his “feelers” In the 
same manner, and soon the two are carrying on a silent 
conversation all to themselves. 

It must be admitted, even by those who are not enam- 
ored with the wasp family, that their method of conversation 
has its advantages, If a wasp man meets another he can 
greet him affably and invite him into his nest to partake of 
some of his store of honey without letting the neighbors 
or anybody else know anything about it.

Tiger Released Causes Panic. 
Then came the unexpected terror—the tragedy. The 
tiger was 


thrown, an inert, shapeless mass of 400 or 500 
pounds of flesh, straight at the irom door of 
the cage. The fastening gave way upon the 
impact, and the iron door flew open. 

Then blind, unreasoning, senseless panic 
seized upon the spectators. The tiger lay 
absoluteley motionless, almost dead. The 
bull, liberated, stalked slowly about the 
arena, its fury gone. There was no danger, 
but at the sight of the tiger hurled through 
the open door of the cage followed by the rush 
of the bull, the men, women, and children 
rose in one great struggling, screaming, push- 
ing, shoving, hysterical mass of insensate 
human beings and tried to escape. Men 
fought with each other, threw women out of 
their way, and trampled upon children in a 
frantic rush to get away from the arena. 

There were soldiers there—men im the 
uniform of the king—men who had lMved 
under the strict rules of stern military disci- 
pline for years. One of the soldiers, a lieu- 
tenant, seizing a rifle, approached the pros- 
trate form of ._« tiger, doubtless with the intention of send- 
irg a bullet through its brain and thus, by proving that the 
beast was dead, quiet the panic. 

What order the lieutenant gave, or what the soldiers 
under his command thought he meant, no one will ever 
know. But as the lieutenant sent a bullet crashing into the 
head of the dying tiger a soldier fired, then two others, and 
then the deadly rattle of a volley rang out above the shrieks 
and curses of the panic stricken women end men. 


Soldiers’ Shots Quiet Throng. 


That senseless volley, fired by excited, fear crazed sol- 
jiers, strangely enough, quieted the panic. Again a sem- 
blance of order was restored and men began to pick up the 
dead and care for the wounded. Six persons—a woman and 
five men—had been shot to death. Five others, women and 
children, were dying from bullet wounds. Scores and scores 
of men, women, and children had been bruised and cut and 
mangled beneath the feet of the maddened throng. One 
man, who had been hurled into the arena, had been gored 
through the arm by the 

Among those shot down by the fear crazed soldiers was 
the marquis de Pidal, Charlies Larralde, Ferdinand Ducaset, — 
Felix Cosi, and M. Leverston—all prominent in social circles 
of San Sebastian. , 

It was all over. The spectacle was finished, the tragedy 
ended; and as the throngs of people went sadly to their 
homes the sinking sun shed its last golden rays upon the 
red and yellow flag of Castile and Arragon floating from the 
summer palace of Spain's youthful king, while the sunset 
gun from the fortress, booming over the blue water of the 
bay of Biscay, marked the end of the most tragic day San 
Sebastian has seen for many centuries.

Many people are now using them for this 
purpose, eating a few just before they go te 
bed; and Bishop Lyman of Baltimore and the 
Episcopal church is quoted as saying that they 
cured him of chfonic ihsomnia. One evening 
on his way home he paused at a vender’s 
stand, bought 5 cents’ worth of peanuts, and 
ate them. He slept that hight “like a top,” and émploy- 


ment of the same remedy on subsequent occasions was at- 


tended by the same satisfactory result. | 

Certainly, if peanuts are a soporific, one great advantage 
they possess is that they are harmless. The trouble with 
most sleep produ@ers is that their after effects are bad, and 
the last state of the insomnia victim who takes them is la- 
ble to be worse than the firet—a remark which specially 
applies: to those seeking relief in bromides and narcotics 
derived from opium, which create dangerous habits. Ground 
nuts, as they afe called in the south, are an eminently whole- 
some article of food; they are not at all indigestible, though 
commonly supposed to be #0, and government experts have 
ascertained by analysis that they contain more nutriment per 
pound than beefsteak. | 

Peanuts Soporific and Fattening. 

It ts a fact, perhaps not without significance, that the 
negroes who work in the peanut fields of the Carolinas are a 
remarkably sleepy lot~suggesting a notion that the growing 
plants spread about them a subtle soporific/infuence. But, 
leaving that aside, it ise undeniable that pead of this kind 
{for such they are, properly speaking, and not nuts at all] 
have a marked tendency to fatten the colored folks of the 
plantations, who deyour them in large quantities, preferring. 
them raw. 

So many people suffer from sleeplessness that the dis- 
tovery of a new remedy or palliative for that dreaded af- 
fiction is justly regarded as of extraordinary !tmportance. 
At the present time the @epartment of agriculture is ex- 


_perimenting with a cunious plant known as “sleepy grass,” 


which grows in New Mexico, between the Pecos and Rio 
Grande. It is known betanically as stipa vaseyi, but noth- 
ing as yet has been definitely ascertained in regard to the 


nature of the peculiar sleep-producing substance which it 


contains. 
“Sleepy Grass’ Produces Sound Slumber. 

When horses eat it they go to sléep standing up, and it is 
almost impossible to wake them, #0 sound is their slumber. 
They behave as if drugged and @@ not get over it for: three 
or four days. + 
The “sleepy grass" is found on the lower slopes of the 
hills in the regions mentioned, and is quite plentiful on the 
Sacramento mountains, west 6f Pecos valley. It is tall, and 
its long, rye like heads, when ripe, are tempting to horses. 

Apparently it is.the leaves which contain the mysterious 
soporific, and not the grain, but there cah be no certainty on 
this point until it Is settled by analysis.. Travelers, it is 
said, are sometimes obliged to go into camp fora week while 
their horses sleep off the effects of the plant: but, after one 
good dose, the beasts will never touch the grass again. 

With a view to ascertaining something definite on the 
subject, the government experts have planted a patch of 
sleepy grass at Washington, in the rear of the department 
of agriculture. It ripened last week, and the seed heads 
were cut off to be analyzed. Likewise, the grass ‘itself, and 
even the roots, will be subjected to analysis in order to find 
out what the sleep making substance is, and to isolate it. 


It must be decidedly powerful, and it may be Valuable for 
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- medicinal use. Unquestionably it exists in the stalke, which 


the horses eat, but there may be mueh more of it in the roots. 
Passion Flower Good for Nerves. 


Most sleep making drugs, as*already stated, are dan- 
gerous. Their after effects are bad, and habits for them are 
easily formed. What is most needed is a soporific and nerve 
soother [the two are much the, same] without a Nemesis. 
Possibly the “sleepy grass" may supply this want. In the 
meanwhile, there is one remedy of recent diseovery which, 
happily, answers to this definition pretty well It is ob- 
tained from the wild passion’ flower vine, which is quite 
common as far north as Virginia and Maryland. Farther 
south it ts found plentifully along the railroad tracks, and 
in South Carolina it flourishes in tangled profusion on the 
railroad embankments. Traveling’ from Charleston inland 
one sees any quantity of it, 

The root of this plant is dried, ground to powder, and 
soaked in alcohol and water to extract the valuable medic- 
inal substance it contains, which is a resin. But it has to be 
taken at a certain time of the year, in the season of flower- 
ing, else it is worthiess, Strange to say, a moderate quan- 
tity of the plant will kill a horse at the flowering time, but 


at any other season an unlimited quantity may be egten with - 


impunity. The medicine thus prepared—it can be compound- 
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Says PROF. STANLEY HALL. 


HE history of the world is at root a love story, 
says Prof. G. Stanley Hall of Clark university . 
in his recent work on adolescence. Its 
choicest products. so far as evvlution is itself 
evolved, are wediock and the family life, those 
manifestations of human love which are the 
symbols and the types of life itself. 

So, too, with the history of religion. The 
bible, the book which has given the world its best inspira- 
tion, is a love story based upon genetic truth. The tale of 
Eden and the fall, whatever its historic validity, is a master- 
ly allegory of the first stages in the decadence of love. All 
early Hebrew history was a study of human heredity. The 
gospel is through and through a litera! deification of love 
as the chief thing in the world. 

The problem of the world is a sex problem It is life, not 
death, which is the eternal, the ruling mystery. To the 
psychologist, evidently, as to-the poet, déath is less serious 
than marriage. “ Death is not even a blow,”’ says Landor; 
“it is not even a pulsation—it is a pause. But mdrriage un- 
rolis the awful lot of numberless generations.”’ 

There are five stages in the typical development of love 
in the individual, says Prof. Hall. These are distinct, al- 
though not marked by definite limits of age, beng influenced 
both by temperament and circumstances. 


Baby Love the First Stage. 


First there is the baby love, platonic and sexless, which 
ften exists between boys and giris under 8 years of age. 


waere you have love in its purest innocence, transparent, 


without a trace. of self-corisciousness. It expresses itself in 


: Jondness for each other's company, in exchange of keep- 


Sakes or of things to eat, 2nd often in embraces and kisses. 
Ocrasionally ther@ is jealousy in it. The little sweethearts 
are not at ail shy or afraid of being laughed at. Often they 
take it for granted that they will marry by and by, and they 
prattie about details of the life that they are going to live 
together. 

This love means a purér affinity of soul than is gen- 
erally possible later. Adults like to look upon it, and some, 


. especially women, regard it as an idel and a prophecy of 


a new Edenic state of purity. The scientist, however, con- 
siders it neither a good sign nof a desirable educational ex- 
perience, especially for boys. “It is exotic, like infant 
piety,” declares Prof. Hall. “It limits the range of asso- 
ciation, normal at this , and tends to physical prema- 
turity.’’

Self-Consciousness Enters Eden. 


Later, between 8 and 14, comes another phase of juvenile 
love.

Ad- 
miration, respect, and even reverence may influence the af- 
fection of the younger party; the elder, on the other hand, 
may be influenced by vanity, a pleasing sense of power, and 
of personality. This love appears in a degenerate form in 
the “mashes’”’ and “crushes” of girls and in the hero wor- 
ship and fagging of boys. 


Fourth Stage Brings Separation. \ 


The fourth stage is a time of natura! separation. Wi 
the dawn of sex consciousness boys and girls draw apart 
for a season. Many new interests suddenly absorb them; 
thelr modes of life and plans for the futute begin to differ- 
entiate. Each feels an impulse to develop and perfect a 
personality. The boy becomes ashamed of girl associates 
and‘ wishes to assert his manhood. The girl is more self- 
conscious, if not more coy. 

With maturity comes the last and fifth stage, that of 
love in the full and proper sense,of the word. Love now is 
the expression of the whole being. Love means to the 
woman her own completion and her natural destiny. .Be- 
cause woman is more'generic than man, closer to the race, 
man easily sees in his “‘ chosen Helen’’ the entire sex. * She 
becomes to him the flower in the crannied wall, by knowing 
and loving which he knows God and man.” 

Classifies Charms of Opposite Sexes. ~- 

Prof. Hall has made an interesting study of the traits 
which cause likes and dislikes between the sexes. Young 
men and women in their teens, he finds, admire in the follow- 
ing order charms of person possessed by the opposite sex: 
Eyes, hair, stature and size, feet, brows, complexion, cheeks, 
form ,of head, throat, ears, chin, hands, neck, nose, nails, 
and even fingers and shape of face. He quotes Drew's cen- 
sus of 356 love pocms of college studeats, where eyes and 
hair also lead, where kisses (mentioned sixty-six times) are 
unreal, dreamed, fancied; where are included charms of the 
hand, of walking, riding, dancing, and eating confectionery; 
and the sweetheart’s song, sigh, i, smile, and habit of 
chewing gum all figure as fascinations. 

Six per cent of the young men are attracted by sloping 
and drooping shoulders; 7 per cent of the girls are suscep- 
tible to broad shoulders. Ten per cent admire regular teeth 
and 6 per cent like white teeth. Long lashes capitvate 5 per 
cent ef the young men. Long, clean, or pink finger nails are 
heart stealers. Four per cent of the boys are victims of 
some girl's arched eyebrows, while 3 per cent are overcome 
by the fascination of a cowlick. A nose slightly retroussé, 
a long neck, prominent eyes, dimples, or ever. freckles are 
too much for the susceptibilities of others. This one likes 
a high voice, that one prefers what has been called “ an 
excellent thing in woman.""

_ NOT AS EASY AS IT LOOKS. = 


ROBABLY there is no position ir. which women 
earn money to which there are so many cheer- 


the rich society dame. 
Guileless notes written on dainty paper, 


absolute confidence of being able to fill it, are 
part of the morning mail of every Chicago 
matron prominent in society and club life. 

The most pathetic side to these little epistles is the utter 
ignorance which they show of the business qualifications 
necessary for the position for which they so eagerly ask. 
“T am accustomed to refined surroundings, and am sure 
that I would easily fit into your establishment,”’ or “I have 
always moved in good society, and as you see I can write 
a@ good letter,” are some of the reasons urged for special 
fitness. 

As to how different from this are the real essentials of 
a secretary, the way in which the position is filled for the 
“ acknowledged leader’’ of Chicago’s set of younger society 
matrons may be taken as an example. Of course, the secre- 
tary must be familar with social usages and have the art 
of well bred letter writing at her finger ends. 

First, then, the secretary is engaged at $70 per month. 
This seems® like a princely stipend. which it would come 
nearer being if it included the luxuriant home popularly sup- 
posed to go with the post of the most trusted employé of a 
*“‘ great lady.’’ But it doesn’t. This secretary of the “ ladies’ 
companion type,’ who lives in the house, is out of date in 
the best houses everywhere. The pfetty matron of whom 
we are speaking is noted for her business like qualities, and 
expects her secretary to find her home elsewhere and to 


come and go to her business in the same independent“and 


impersonal way that’the man who holds the same position 
with her husband does to his. 


Beginning the Day’s Work. 


She comes, then, at 8:30—remember, you who think it so 
easy, that this means rain or shine every day but Sunday 
throughout the year—and that the mai! is gone over with 
‘madam,’ who is a noted early riser. Sometimes this 
means just the accumulation that came the day before, after 
she left. “Madam” points out what she wants espe- 
cially attended to, and “ madam.”’ or “ mam 'selle secretary,”’ 
as the case may be, gets to work at her desk until the morn- 
ing’s mail is brought up. This is quickly sorted and classified 
with a practiced eye, and the social letters demanding im- 
mediate reply are taken to *‘madam the employer” at once 
and the answer outlined. The formal invitations are looked 
over and compared to the already full engagement book be- 
fore they are also taken to her to decide which is to be an- 
swered with acceptances and which with regrets. Bills are 
laid aside until they are all in for the month, when they also 
are given to her to go over and O. K., which she does by 
putting on the familiar little business signature. Some of 
these, pertaining to household matters and having nothing to 
do with personal expenditure, the secretary takes entire 
charge of herself. One of her strong st business qualifica- 
tions is a tactful discretion as to finding out and adjusting 
all that she can without bothering her employer. 


Try to Beg or Borrow. 

The letters from foreign houses, often in French, are 
replied to in rench. And then comes the bulk of the work 
which demands the secretary's attention This is the great 
mass of begging and borrowing letters, which in quantities 
undreamed of pour down upon the devoted heads of this rich 
woman and her secretary. A funny side to it is that at cer- 
tain times this part of the mail becomes even unusually 
heavy. Perhaps madam’s husband, who is a noted financier, 
has been making an extra suecessful deal in wheat. or any- 
thing eise—it doesn’t matter. Probably madam. herself hasn't 
heard anything about it, and is not even enoug: interested 
in that part of the daily paper in which it is recorded to ever 
happen to see it. Certainly the secretary isn’t. But she 
knows what has happened when she sees the mail in the 
morning, and if she doesn’t the letters soon tell her. 

“I see by the paper that Mr. —— made many thousands 
on a big deal on the board of trade the-other day.
